CABINET DIFFERENCES 


If the reports of the differences within the 
[British cabinet and the Conservative Party are 
correct, they are very much to be regretted, 
lespeciaily at this time, when the eritical position 
in Europe would seem to make essential unity 
Jof thought and action in the government of 30 
important a country as Great Britain. The 
leifferences appear to have arisen over a question 
fof method rather than ultimate objective, for 
ait politicians are at one in desiring respect for 
national commitments and treaties, while adm 
ting that there is no reason why a documer 
signed should be considered to be binding for 
ail time. ‘The younger party among the Con- 
servatives desire more energetic action to call 
attention to the importance of international 
{commitments, whereas the older hands seem to: 
be reconciled to the expediences and to. be 
willing to accept the fait accompli. ‘The differ- 
Jence is important. If treaties and pledges are 
to be nothing more than pleces of paper to bs 
torn up when convenient, then a decisive blow 
has been dealt at all international understandin, 
For who will be bound by a document which 
Jean be repudiated at any time? Yet. recent 
Jevents have proved that the tendeney to destroy 
{weaties has found; favour in Europe over the 
old-fashioned method of bringing them to the 
lconference table and there seeking thelr revi: 
sion. There is, however, the fact to be faced 
that, in certain circumstances, there may be 
worse evils—such as war—than treaty violatio: 
It is undeniable that there can be no security 
while there is no weight to international agree 
Iments. ‘This point is emphasized by the younger 
[Conservatives. But at the same time there is 
{the point of view which prefers to search for 
‘the ‘grievances behind treaty repudiation and 
other highshanded actions, and, if -possible, to 
leliminate those grievances, with the object of 
restoring international confidence in this manner. 
‘And who will say that this point of view is the 
cron one? . 




















BRITISH AIR PROGRAMME 


‘Many indications have been given in recent 
months of the gigantic size of the Royal Air 
Force expansion programme and they find 
Justification in the detailed statement made to 
the House of Commons by Lieut-Col. A. J. 
Muirhead, Under-Secretary of State for Air. 
He pointed out that although the air estimates 
totalling -£103,000,000 are large and represent 
fn increase of 25 per cent, on the previous 
estimates there were no new features. Behind 
the expenditure of this huge sum of money was 
4 continuance of a policy of expansion already 
‘decided upon, and represented consistent. pro- 
gress in which recourse to technical and en- 
gineering assistance from other countries, the 
United States, especially, was had in order to 
bring the programme to fruition, Judging by 
the figures mentioned, it Is suggested that the 
increase in the programme really represents an 
increase beyond that originally planned for 
‘the Under-Secretary announced that the first 
‘objective of 1,500 first-line alreratt by March, 
1997, had been reached and the next objective 
of another 1,750 first-line machines by March, 
1990, was being approached bringing the RAF. 
to a strength comparable, if not superior, to 
any other national force, which is the guiding 
principle of the new expansion scheme. ‘The 
Under-Seeretary’s statement deseribed various 
technical details of new machines and efforts 
{o produce improved types including the at- 
tainment of a possible speed of 500 miles an 
hour, but he refrained from any political re- 
ferences because of the Prime Minister's recent 
announcement that in view of the recent Euro- 
‘Dean developments Britain's re-armament pro- 
‘gramme would be reviewed. Nevertheless, the 
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progress made since the Government's decision 
to build to the limit is satisfactorily reflected 
in the report to the House, 





FIGHTING IN SPAIN 


With rebel forces sweeping eastwards from 
Caspe, at the junction of the Rivers Ebro and 
Gusdatope in Spain, a determined attempt is 
being made to cut the communications between 
Barcelona and Valencia, Should Gen. Franco's 
forees succeed in doing that, it would seem 
that humanly speaking the days of the Catalon- 
an Government would be numbered, for thus 
Isolated and deprived of whatever supplies the 
‘Spanish Government could afford them they’ 
would be left to fight what it appears would 
rove to be a losing battle. It need not follow 
that this is inevitable, for the elvil war in 
‘Spain has presented many surprises. A coup 
‘état, which started in 1996 and was expected 
to be’ finished in the course of a few days, was 
{transformed into a civil war which, contrary. 
to all expectations, has now lasted for neatly 
two years. There is some talk of the Powers 
intervening in an attempt to secure an armis- 
tlce, but it is extremely doubtful whether Gen, 
Franco and his advisers, so long as they think 
they are on a winning wicket, will agree to 
anything which might tend to delay the victory 
they believe is in sight. ‘The desperation of 
the Catalonian Government is indicated by its 
Aecision to call the class of 1941 to the colours, 
consisting mostly of lads of 17 or 18 years of age, 
‘This report conflicts with stories of the Aight 
of the Bareelona Government, and until further 
‘cables are to hand the situation will remain 
obscure. It is, however, quite clear that the 
insurgents have achieved one of the major 
[successes of their campaign, and if they do 
indeed bring about the fall’ of Barcelona the 
‘moral effect of the Loyalist troops will, it is 
‘expected be considerable. On the other hand, 
when dealing with possibilities in Spain it has 
Iways 10 be remembered that the desperation 
the fighting leads to many surprising changes, 
‘and with the inspiration dominating the 
Loyalists it is by no means sure that they will 
be unable to stage a “come, back.”

‘The rapidity with which BM, Blum was able 
wo form a Cobinet, tn face of the, “Ausition 
fetisi, i but another indication of the quick 
‘ness with which French pubile opinion coalesees 
fn the face of external threat, It_was neces:

Cabinet was 
hot such es would be wished by the majority 
‘of public opinion in France under the present 
exceptional circumstances.

patflotism which Is always present in every 
Frenchman worth the name, ‘That quality. is 
again being shown ond serves on. yet another: 
cccasion to prove the unwiseness of placing 
‘much faith in the belief that French ‘people 
holding different political opinions ever allow 
them to influence their inherent loyalty to their 
‘country. 





POLAND AND LITHUANIA 


‘The tension between Poland and Lithuania 
over certain border incidents is Ikely to be 
‘another cause for uneasiness in Europe, With 
‘most of the nations leaning backwards to keep 
‘out of war, it is surprising that comparatively 
small states should be contemplating hostilities 
over such small matters as a clash of guards 
across the boundary separating the two coun: 
tries. Naturally such nations” as France and 
Great Britain “are using thelr influence to 
Prevent an outbreak of war, and it is to be 
hoped that they will be successful, for’ the 
danger of 9 general conflagration spreading trom 
‘any conflict between the two nations, is Just as 
grave as that which would arise should there 
be any German endeavour to take In Czecho: 
slovakia the same action as she took in Austria, 
Poland and Lithuania have ‘been estranged for 
the Jast eighteen years, since Poland invaded 
Lithuania and captured Vilna, the former capital 
of the country. Since that time there has ‘been 
no diplomatic relationship between the two and 
It is reported that one of the demands whieh 
Poland has made upon her neighbour, is for the 
re-establishment of such relations. it 1s ele 
from the demonstrations in Warsaw that war 
with Lithuania would not be unpopular with a 
large section of the masses, and the fact that 
the authorities have made’ no efforts to. stop 
these demonstrations suggests that they too 
would not be unwilling to ght, ‘There appear 
to be some talk of Lithuania (aking the disput 
to the League of Nations. If she does th 
is very little prospect that Poland would consent 
to the League's judgment in the matter, and 
Mt Poland desires to effect un fait accompl 
and the trends seem to Indicate that. this 
is in the minds of its leaders, the danger 
of another forcible redratting of the map of 
Europe, may be another worrying development 
in the immediate future.

‘The Polish Army's continued — demons 
trations on the Lithuanian frontier have again 
roused anxieties which wore allayed by. the 
prompt acceptance of the Polish ultimatum 
ast week.

It is most likely 
because of that that such enthusiasm Is being 
shown in Warsaw for the suggested maveh on 
Kovno. ‘The “Dziennil Narodoky” argues that 
Lithuania by capitulation last 
Poland nothing, and demands that the Polish 
Government should force Lithuania to unite 
with It, ‘The technique is apparently to. be 
developed along lines so well established dur- 
Jing recent weeks, and if in a short while 
Lithuania becomes a mere appanage of Poland 
there need be no very great surprise, ‘There 
‘are apparently still questions outstanding be- 
tween the two countries, such as the etatus of 
the Polish minority in’ Lithuania, ‘the stat 
of Vilna, seized by the Poles some years ag 
Polish outlet to the north-eastern . Baltic, 
Poland's objections to Lithuania's friendship. 
with the Soviet Union and the normalizing of 
the Polish-Lithuanian frontier which has been 
closed since the Great War. It seems perfectly 
plain on the face of it that the Polish-Lithuan- 
fan issue has not been solved by the concessions 
Which have already been made and that more 
will be required before all danger to peace in 
eastern Europe is removed.

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SHANSI CAMPAIGN SAID 
TO HAVE FAILED 


Chinese Hopeful Following 
Protracted Fighting 


Hankow, Mar. 15. 
‘The Japanese forees in’ the Shansi 
campaign have failed to accomplish 
thelr objective in annihilating . the 
shinese forees in the provinee oF 
riving them into Shensi and Honan, 
fon the west and south banks of the 
Yellow ‘River, because thelr offcers 
have under-estimated the fighting 
‘strength of the Chinese. 

‘This opinion was expressed here 
yeslerday by General Hsu Pei-keng, 
Chief of the Intelligence Department 
fof the Generalissimo's Headquarters 
‘and. formerly Commander-in-Chiet 
of the Chinese air force, In’ an inte 
view with: pressmen. 

‘Analyzing. the military situation 
with elaborate war maps showing the 
positions as well as strengths of the 
Chinese and Japanese forces operat 
ing at present in the provinces of 
Shansi, Suiyuan, Honan, Shantung, 
Kiangsu, Anhwel_and Chekiang, Gen- 
eral Hsu, who received his military 
training in Germany, explained that 
the Japanese were employing  alto- 
ether twelve division in their North 
China campaign. 

‘Thege comprised three divisions in 
Shansi, three divisions on the Pei- 
ping-Hankow Railway, three and a 
halt divisions in Shantung, and two 
and @ hal divisions in Suiyuan. 

In addition, the Japanese, General 
Hsu eontinued, were employing three 
divisions on the southern section of 
the lentsin-Pukow Railway front 
‘and six divisions in Shanghai, Nan- 
king, Wuhu and the Hangehow’ area 

‘The Japanese drive in Shansi, he 
said, was aimed at driving the Chi- 
nese forces away from Shansi in’ 
‘order to enable the Japanese troops 

‘the Peiping-Hunkow Railway to 
push southward towards Chengchow 
and, possibly, Hankow. 

To support the drive in Shansi, 
three Japanese divisions on the Pel- 
ping-Hankow Railway had moved 
westward Into southern Shansi. 














Chinese Forces 

‘The Chinese forces in Shansi, 
totalling 300,000 ‘men, General Hsu 
asserted, ‘had. not only not been 
driven away from Shans, but were 
drawing the Japanese forces into the 
Shans{ mountains, in isolated groups. 

‘The Jopanese, he believed, must 
send further ‘reinforcements int 
Shanst to pull them “out of, the fre. 
Part of the Japanese forces in 
Shantung, he added, were already 
moving towards Shansi 

Contrary to a genoral belief, Gen- 
eral Hsu was of the opinion that 
the Japanese forces in Shansi not 
only could not, but would not, at- 
tempt to cross the Yellow River into 
Shensi or Honan, ‘They would prob- 
‘ably make the next move, in his 
opinion, on the Peiping-Hankow and 
‘Tientsin-Pukow Railway fronts in an 
‘allempt to smash the Chinese defence

Mr, Neville Chamberlain's speech on the| 
secent developments in Austria is a sufficient 
indication of how seriously German interven 
tion in Austrian affairs and ultimately an- 
nexation of the country-—for that is what has 
happened—is to be regarded. Herr Hitlers 
intentions with regard to Austria have ‘be- 
come accomplished facts, and the statement 
that a plebiscite will be held in Austria next 
month to ascertain the will of the Austrian, 
people conveys no reassurance. Plebiscites 
{in totalitarian states have a habit of coincid| 
ing completely with the policies of the Gov- 
emment in control, and to believe for one| 
moment that the piebiscite which it is now| 
proposed to conduct will be any  purer| 
than the German version of that which Dr. 
von Schusehnigg . proposed to hold, is to| 
disregard all that recent history has taught 
in connection with such matters, Had Austria 
gage to the polls last Sunday there is every, 
reason to believe that he and his policy of 
complete’ independence would have carried| 
the day: it is now just as certain that the 
absorption of Austria by the Reich will be as 
thoroughly endorsed. But, turning from the| 
ase of Austria, what of Czechoslovakia? — It 
hhas been stated that Germany has no inten 














tions in that country. Baron von Neurath| 
has stated that ‘considered herself 
bouhd by the German-Czechoslovak arbitra- 
tion agreement of 1925 from which it is to 
be inferred that the Czechoslovakian sover-| 
elgnty and integrity are to be scrupolously| 
observed. ‘That, with reference to Austria, 
was emphasized as Germany's intention 
towards that country, but the passage of less 
than a month showed exactly what value was 
attached to that assurance, and what might 
be attached to the assurances given with 
regard to Czechoslovakia. Mr. Chamberlain| 
has made Britain's position vis-d-vis of 
Austria perfectly plain. She was pledged to 
consult with France and Italy in the event 
of action affecting Austria's independence. 
Italy was prepared to sacrifice her interests 
in an, independent Austria to the Rome- 
Berlin’ axis, undoubtedly arousing Der 
Fuehrer's gratitude, by destroying that un- 
‘animity between the three interested Powers 
which alone would have made their inter- 
vention effective, France &ind Great Britain 
could do no more than register the strong. 
protests they did. 

os threat to Corchodborabia, tllowing the 
German coup in Austria, becomes all the| 
graver ard the difficulty ‘of reconciling as- 
surances and performances in Europe at the. 
Present moment is one of the most serious. 
contributing factors tending to intensify the 
sense of uncertainty and insecurity which 
prevails. A review of Great Britain's rearma~ 
ment plans has been foreshadowed by the 
Prime Minister. M. Blum the new French. 
Premier has decided upon urgent procedure 
for the voting of extra credits by the French 
Parliament to expand France's arms pro- 
gramme, and so the countries of Europe are 
Preparing themselves against the dread | 
eventualities which must be expected if these 
continual threats to the peace and stability of 
Europe continue. It is sad, mad business, 
this danse macabre towards destruction, but| 
the situation is none of either Britain's or 
France's desiring and the responsibility for 
the maintenance of peace in Europe is placed 
fairly and squarely upon the shoulders of 
Herr Hitler and Signor Mussolini. There 
‘appears to be some disappointment in French 
political cireles that Mr. Chamberlain did not 
igive the world an indication, however veiled 
it might have been, that Great Britain stood 
by collective security and was not prepared 
to see independent countries beaten down. 
But having formally reaffirmed Britain's 
Obligations towards Czechoslovakia, and hav- 
ing in mind the many declarations by Great} 
Britain on the subject, it would seem to be| 
‘4 Work of supererogation for Mr, Chamberlain. 
tg reiterate what has already been sald 20 
often. The debate which followed Mr. 
Chamberlain's speech was along expected 
lines, Major Atlee sought reversion to the 
principles of the League of Nations, fearing 
that war would be inevitable if there were 
any further degeneration in the situation. 
Sir Archibald Sinclair advocated joint action, 
with all peace loving countries. Mr. Amery. 
argued that Britain, France and Czechoslovakia 
should be shown’ in as plain language as| 
possible that the first German soldier or} 
aeroplane across the Czechoslovakian border| 
would invoke the whole might of Great 
Britain against it. 

It is this type of policy, of damning “con- 
Sequences before being sure that they ean be 
damned with success, which involves as much | 
peril for Europe as the aggressive behaviour| 
of Germany and Italy. There is no sense 
whatever in entering into warfare without 
a reasonable prospect of being able to bring 
it to a victorious conclusion, Even Dictators 
know that. Great Britain, rapid as have been| 
her moves towards complete rearmament, is| 
not yet in a position in which she could| 
engage in warfare without running unwar-| 
rantable risks. ‘Those risks most certainly, 
should not be run at the present time, and| 
it is because of that that both Italy and 
Germany have been pursuing their present! 
courses, in the hope of achieving all their| 
desires before the European democracies are| 
sufficiently powerful to put a stop to them. 
But the limits of'patience are becoming over- 
much strained. France's declared intentions, 
as indicated in her new pledge to Czechoslo- 
vakia, are taken to show that she might take| 
immediate action in certain eventualities 
without even waiting to consult Britain, 
‘Therein lies the gravest danger for, should a| 
German threat to Czechoslovakia lead to the| 
mobilization of the French armies, the pos- 
sibilities of a European war would be im- 
mediately changed into probabilities. The! 
Dictators of the world, if they do not adopt] 
the policy of M. Stalin, with his purges and| 
state trials, have to live on continual success. 
‘The threat of a mobilization, might cause them| 
to change their minds, only if they feared| 
ultimate defeat in war, but once mobilization 
is ordered it would do them the greatest 
damage in the eyes of their own people, if} 
they were thus forced to make a change in 
their intentions and recede from positions 
taken up. This is not to be taken as conclud-| 
ing that war is inevitable. Herr Hitler has| 
undoubtedly been sounding out the market 
to see how far he can go, It may be borne| 
in upon him by Mr, Chamberlain's speech 
and the decisions of M. Blum that he has! 
just about reached the end of his research in| 
that connection, for even now the strength’ 
which Britain’ and France can muster is not| 
lightly to be regarded.

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FILIPINO INDEPENDENCE 
‘March 17, 


‘Mr. Paul V. McNutt, U.S. High Commis- 
sioner to the Philippines, has issued a grave| 
warning as to the possible fate of those| 
{islands should there not be the indefinite 
continuation of the United States sovereignty 
‘over them, while granting their inhabitants! 
all possible autonomy and the “best trade 
deal possible” He urged that ‘America 
should reserve to itself jurisdiction over the 
Islands’ foreign affairs, tariffs, immigration, 
currency and public debt problems. It may 
be thought that the remnants leit to the 
Filipinos of the independence they are at| 
resent to secure would not amount to much, 
but there can be no doubt about it that they 
‘cannot have full independence and at the same| 
time the protection which will be necessary 
the Philippines are to continue as they are 
now. It has been said by a Japanese 
publicist that it did not matter what flag flew 
over the Philippines so long as the Japanese 
controlled their trade. To a great extent that | 
may be true, but if the Filipinos persist in 
their demand for complete independence, if 
resent developments in the Far East con- 
tinue to what appears to be their logical end, 
‘they may one day find that they would have 
merely changed flags and gained nothing. 
‘That has been felt, since the passing of the| 
legislation giving the Filipinos complete in- 
dependence after a period of ten years, by a. 
fairly large section of Filipino opinion, and in 
the course of one of his frequent visits to the 
Far East, Mr, Roy Howard made investiga- 
tions into the matter. He found this senti- 
ment to be so strong that some Filipinos even 
then talking about asking the United States 
Congress for readmission into the American 
commonwealth, were of the opinion that 
should this be refused: they should petition 
the British Empire with a similar request. 

At the time Mr, Howard's article on the 
subject appeared in these columns, this 
Journal expressed the opinion that .such a 
Fequest was unlikely to receive favourable 
consideration by Great Britain, for there was 
no reason, despite the undeniable wealth of 
the islands, why she should extend her eom- 
mitements ‘in the Far East by such means. 
It is doubtful whether any other Power would 
Accept so grave a liability, and the issue 
seems to resolve itself into two alternatives— 
either the United States should maintain what| 
after all amounts to suzerainty over the 
Philippine Islands, or they should be given 
complete freedom’ even at the risk of their 
eventually being absorbed by Japan. Mr. 
MeNutt is very emphatic on the subject for 
he dramatically announces that “I venture to 
predict that if our flag comes down, the 
Philippines wilt be the bloody ground’ of a 
war within a war for a generation.” But there 
are not only such considerations as. these 
which have to be recognized. Independence 
‘would have the effect of making the Filipinos 
aliens so far as the United States is concerned 
with all the disabilities that that would entail, 
and Mr. McNutt sums up the ultimate condi- 
tion of the people of the islands as facing 
real threat of racial extinction......and 
economic disaster attendant upon the sudden 
loss of the American market.” It may very 
well be argued that these considerations must 
have been well within the knowledge of the 
Filipino leaders who so energetically agitated 
for independence in Washington, and before 
Congress when it was considering the legisla 
tion which was then passed. That is true, 
but then, the High Commissioner speaks of 
the changed- coriditions which have arisen 
sinee. ‘They are of a political nature and 
cut right to the roots of the whole of the 
Philippines problem, 

‘Mr. MeNutt points out, and very rightly, 
oo, that treaties regarding the Far East have 
been violated, the open door has been more 
than seriously challenged and the American 
policy of freedom of the seas and of the air 
is in the balance. At the time the Philippines 
Independence Act was passed international 
morality, even then somewhat attenuated, 
had not lapsed so badly as it since has. 
‘There was some hope that, on a basis of the 
right to self-determination and international 
goodwill, the Filipinos might have been 
allowed to work out their own destiny un- 
hampered by any sort of control. Such a 
hope has been denied by all that has occurred 
in the Far East since. Even if it were 
Possible to negotiate a treaty amongst the 
Powers recognizing and guaranteeing the in- 
dopendence of the islands, there would be 
little reason to expect, judging from all that 
has happened in recent years, that it would 
have any greater binding foree than other 
and similar instruments which have been 
flagrantly disregarded by some of the parties 
to them. That being the case the independent 
Philippines would be thrown upon their own 
resources for their defence against aggression. 
‘Those resources are insignifleant as compared 
with the “Oriental Power which has been 
taking so great an interest in the Philippines 
question, and it naturally follows that without 
the powerful backing which the United States 
can give, the Filipinos would be completely 
ugable to stand alone against the develop- 














ments which are normally to be expected. 
‘These facts a section of Filipino public 
opinion is beginning to realize. They com- 
‘mence to understand that complete independ- 
ence has its grave dangers, while a degree 
of self-autonomy under the wing of a power- 


ful nation is about the most they can hope 
to expect and certainly the safest, It remains 
to be seen whether public opinion in the 
United States will readily adopt the view 
which Mr, MeNutt has so ably put forward. 
To so many in the western hemisphere ques- 
tions such as this have but an academic im- 
portance, and as a result they are apt to be 
lethargic. If, therefore, it takes as long to 
induce Congress to modify its attitude as it 
did to persuade it to give the Filipinos the in- 
dependence which is now coming to them, the 
Inter may yet find themselves outside’ the 
American commonwealth, 


JOURNALISTIC HONOUR 
March 18, 


The claim of the Japanese Army to have 
discovered documents proving that foreign 
correspondents have been paid subsidies by 
the Chinese Government, according to .the 
report published in Wednesday's issue of this 
Journal is apparently something in the nature 
‘of a very damp squib, and Reuters by carry- 
ing the ‘story against itself, has completely 
proved the bona fides of that famous news~ 
‘gathering organization. Mr. C, J. Chancellor, 
general manager for Reuters in the Far East, 
on Wednesday characterized the charge that, 
of Yuan 40,580 set aside monthly for the 
purpose of encouraging the newspaper in- 
dustry, Yuan 10,000 had been earmarked for 
Reuter as an absurd one, The facts are that 
Reutels having news for sale, sell thelr 
service to the Central News Agency for dis- 
twibution to the Chinese press, in exactly the 
same way as they sell it to Domei, the 
Japanese news agency, and it cannot be 
believed for one moment that Domei would 
descend to such conduct as bribing Reuters, 
When that fact is realized, that the relation 
between Reuter and the Central News Agency 
is a perfectly proper and businesslike one, 
the Tokyo “Nichi Nichi’s" attack upon the 
agency is reduced to its proper perspective, 
and its charge that Reuters have departed 
from their traditional policy of impartiality 
through bribery by Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek is proved to be just, as absurd as 
Mr. Chancellor says it is. So is the charge 
made by the same paper that two foreign 
journalists have been bribed by the Nation- 
alist Government to proceed to Hankow and 
fabricate news concerning conditions in 
Shanghai, Nanking, Hangchow and Wuhu for 
the purpose of injuring the honour of the 
Japanese Army, ‘There is nothing unethical 
in foreign Journalists who believe in China's 
case receiving payment for whatever assist- 
ance they may be able to render the country 
so long as they work for no one else. 
It fs no more improper than for other foreign 
Journalists, believing in the cause of Japan, 
to accept’ fees for working in Japanese 
interests, and the Japanese accusation of those 
wo journalists by inference suggests some- 
thing guilty in the conduct of journalists 
doing similar work for Japan, 

At the Press Conference on Wednesday 
morning a foreign correspondent pointed out 
to the Japanese spokesman that the report in 
question puts all other foreign correspondonts 
under suspicion of having received bribes 
from the Chinese government, for the im- 
utation was that they were in receipt of a 
portion of the remaining Yuan 30,000. ‘The 
suggestion, and it is a particularly evil one, 
is that journalists in China representing vari- 
‘ous newspapers in this country and abroad 
have allowed themselves to be suborned by 
the Chinese Government to disseminate false 
news for the purpose of presenting China's 
case in a manner detrimental to Japan, Tt 
amounts to an accusation that these men, 
against whom it is levelled, are falsc to the 
traditions of their profession, and playing a 
double game between their employers and the 
Chinese yovernment. ‘That is an intolerable 
suggestion, and it was but natural the foreign 
correspondents should demand the production 
‘at the proof which it was said was in the 
possession of the Japanese Army officials. 
The reply of the Japanese spokesman was 
“The documents upon which the allegation is 
based are available, and steps will be taken 
to have them brought here and presented to 
you for your inspection.” ‘They were pro- 
duced at the evening Press Conference on 
Wednesday, and it turned out that the docu- 
‘ments in question were the Budget estimates 
of the Kuomintang for 1936 revealing that 
large sums of money had been set aside for 
newspaper and journalistic enterprises in 
China and abroad. ‘The sum paid to Reuters 
was therein stated, but no mention was made 
of any payments to foreign correspondents. 
Af the proof of the allegations were available, 
as the spokesman said it was on Wednesday 
morning, it should have been produced, 
together with the Budget estimates, at the 
‘evening, conference. If proof is still available 
it should be immediately, submitted to the 
serutiny of the profession which is being 
maligned in this manner. The longer. the 
delay in producing something, which it is 
stated is available, the greater the doubt 
which” will be east upon it if and when 
it is eventually produced. Let there be no 
doubt abaut it, the honour of foreign journ- 
alists has been impugned both by Japanese 
officials and newspapers. ‘The ‘onus is 
upon those who have made these vague, and

prostituting’ thelr calling in the way it is 
alleged, there would be but one course to take, 
and it is not, to be believed for one moment 
that any respectable journal would hesitate 
to {ake it. From that it is apparent that if 
‘the Japanese authorities do in fact have the 
proof which they say they have, its’ produc 
tion would lead to the purging ‘of the local’ 
ranks of forelgn correspondents. They would 
in fact be doing journalism here an enormous 
service which would evoke the gratitude of| 
the, whole profession. But if the Japanese 
authorities fall to produce their evidence 
which they say is available, or delay its pro- 
duction these charges must recoil upon them~ 
selves, For the time being the innacence of 
foreign correspondents in this matter must 
bbe accepted until guilt is proved. It is un= 
fortunately true that a considerable amount 
‘of what foreign correspondents have cabled 
abroad has reflected upon the Japanese. It 
ig unfortunate, but, it has also to be pointed 
out, most regrettably inevitable, ‘The facts of 
the case have required the recounting of the 
truth, and that has not always been entirely 
pleasant, To retaliate by alleging that these 
men, who seek to make thelr reports as fair] 
‘as possible, are nothing more than a set of| 
paid liars, may seem an effective tw quoque, 
Dut, until it is proved, it must be regarded, as 
Mr. Chancellor so aptly said, as absurd. 




















AMERICAN POLICY 
‘March 19, 


‘Mr. Cordell Hull, Secretary of State for the 
Unitéd States, has delivered a pronouncement] 
yegarding American policy, which by reason| 
of its oportunenes 

usual importance, 
that, at a time such as this, he should have 
thought Mt to make s0 cleat a statement of 
how he regards present world tendencies and) 
the part the United States should play in 
helping to check them. The crucial issue] 
to-day, he said, was whether the principles 
—of American policy enunciated on July 16, 
1937—would be vitalized and firmly es- 
tablished as a foundation for international) 
order, or whether international anarchy, 
based on brute force, would inundate the| 
world and ultimately ‘sweep away the very! 
bases of civilization and progress, ‘The issue! 
has been posed by the “rising tide of] 
lawlessness, the growing disregard for] 
treaties and increasing reversion to the use 
of force and numerous other ominous] 
tendencies emerging in the sphere of in-| 
ternational relations.” It is a matter for the 
Acepest regret that the rule of law is rapidly 
disappearing and that the world is progressing 
toward a trial of strength, when brute force 
‘will deeide whether the principles which have 
dominated the relationships between nations 
in the past shall be vindicated, or whether} 
the only right shall be that of might, The 
threats to international morality which are 
being made in Europe and Asia cannot but 
be regarded with the utmost seriousness. The 
strong desire for peace which was felt after| 
the hideous sufferings of the Great War, en 
gendered enthusiasms which led to attempts: 
at disarmament, ‘The wish, for too long was: 
father to the thought, and pacific democracies| 
have had it foreibly’ brought home to them| 
that the time is not yet ripe for peace, and! 
‘that humanity may again be thrust’ into| 
travail, Hence Mr, Hull contends, on the| 
subject of American rearmament, that no| 
poliey would prove more disastrous than for| 
‘an independent nation to fail to arm| 
adequately when international lawlessness: 
was ‘on the rampage. 

‘The Secretary of State has made it quite 
plain that the foreign policy of the govern- 
‘ment of the United States is not one 
dominated by dollars and cents, or in-| 
splred by any similar sordid considerations. 
‘Those, who in the past have thought so, should| 
have been disabused last year, but the im- 
pression has apparently prevailed in some 
quarters, and it is, perhaps, just as well that| 
the reaffirmation has been'made. ‘There is] 
a tendency on the part of some people and| 
‘even of governments to endeavour to assess: 
‘the political interests of one country in| 
anothers upon purely material considerations. 
‘That is a form of realism which denies its 
own defitition, for it completely ignores the| 
fact that there are still governments in the 
world animated by high principles, Such an 
one is the United States, and this has been 
emphasized’ by Mr, Hull's denial that the in- 
terest and concern of the United States in 
any part of the world, whether in the Far| 
East or any other part of the Pacific area, in 
Europe or anywhere else were not measured’ 
alone by the numbers of American citizens| 












of investment and trade, or by. exceptional | 
conditions. peculiar to that particular area, 
"There was, he pointed out, a much broader and 
more fundamental interest—that orderly 
processes “in international _ relationships| 
should be maintained. ‘This announcement, 
made at such a time as this, will undoubtedly 
be taken as an implied rebuke to Germany 
‘over what has been done with regard. to| 
Austria, It goes no further, for it is still 
‘quite cléar that the-United States will remain| 
very reluctant to take any part in European| 
maiters unless the necessity to do so is forced | 
upon them, American sentiment is definitely 
against it, though history has shown that that 
great nation can be moved on questions” of| 
principle in a manner which has never been| 
demonstrated on mere material considerations. 
It is because American policy is so largely’ 
dominated by principle that the “isolationist 
at any price” cannot be allowed to have his| 
way. ‘The very fact of a: nation’s. existence| 
places upon it international responsibilities, | 
and leaves it open to international darigers.| 
It might be possible’ to cut the western| 
hemisphere entirely off from the rest of the| 
world, but not only would the world suffer, 
but in the long run the inhabitants of the| 
American continents would suffer morally| 
‘and physically. It is impossible to be in the| 
world, but not of it. It is to be regretted that] 
the policy of the United States does not make] 
it possible for something more downright to] 
be said on existing conditions. If it were! 
possible, an announcement of what would be| 
the attitude of the United States in the case] 
of certain eventualities would have greater| 
influence for peace than anything which has 
transpired up to the present. It“ would, 
however, possibly “lead to those entangle- 
ments which it has been the American tradi- 
tion to avoid, Nevertheless were the fate of 
the democracies at stake, judging from the 
point of view of principle, there can be no 
doubt’ where America’s sympathy would le. 
It Js for reasons such as these that extensive 
addition to the armaments of the United 
States is under consideration. The Ameri 
‘can government is profoundly convinced that 
the most effective contribution which it could| 
make to the cause of peace was to have the| 
country respected throughout the world for 
its integrity, Justice, goodwill, strength and 
unswerving loyalty to principles. It is well 
that this should be realized, ‘There has been 
much departure from that policy by other: 
nations, and the appeasement of the world 
will only be achieved when all the nations 
are brought back to the age-old belief that, 
after all, honesty is still the best policy. 











‘THE WESTERN DISTRICT’ 
March 21. 


‘A matter which is seriously exereising the 
minds of residents in the Western District 
outside the boundaries of the International 
Settlement is the invasion of factories. One 
notable case is the project to build a paper 
tnill on Tunsin Road. ‘There are all manner 
of objections to this invasion, not the least 
‘of which-is the fact that the presence of such| 
f mill in a residential area is not only an 
inconvenience and a blot on the landscape, 
but a very serious threat to the health of 
people living in. the surrounding district. 
‘Thus there Is a Chinese village on the banks| 
of the ereck near which the mill is being 
erected and their interests will be very 
seriously threatened, In the manufacture of| 
Paper Calelum Chloride and Calcium 
Hypochlorite, Aluminium salts, dyes all find| 
thelr ways into the waste waters which will 
be discharged into the ereck. Waste waters| 
from the dyeing of paper will interfere with 
the domestic use of creek water while the 
farming population will also be unable to| 
use It because of the harmful effects it will 
have upon their crops, so that the spoiling 
of the creck water will directly and indirectly 
have a deleterious effect upon the lives of 
the villagers, who have undoubted rights to 
some consideration at the hands of the 
authorities controlling the area, It has also 
to be remembered that there is a very large 
number of foreign residents living there and 
while the same considerations do not apply 
there are others which make it eminently 
necessary that industries such as ‘paper~ 
making should be barred trom the district. 
Factories have no room in residential areas, 
because of the noise of the machinery, evil 
smells, coolie population housed. in dormi- 
tories, pedlers, hawkers, tea houses, soup 
kitchens and ail the other concomitants with 
the entrance of factory workers into, the 
district, But not only these, there are sther| 
reasons why the western areas should be 
closed to factories. 

‘Serious danger of infection arises from the| 
stock’ of waste paper, old. newspapers, and 
rags, especially the latter, when collected in 
the "interior Where diseases are so. often 
endemic. In the preliminary processes of! 
paper-making the rags have to be beaten in| 
order to get rid of foreign materials the dust 
being blown into the air and. scattering! 
sources of infection all over the surrounding 
aréa. Evil odours from the” boiling of the! 
rags in alkali, and the liberation of chlorine} 
{in the paper-makting process, while the use) 
‘of low quality Chinese coal will berate} 





highly industrial towns fully realize. Indéed, 
feven in Hongkong certain areas are reserved| 
{for objectionable industries, which cannot be| 
established elsewhere. It was hoped, as the| 
tendency to go west_of Shanghai for re-| 
sidential pufposes grew, that the district 
‘would be kept free frqm industry and ts 
accompanying nuisances. The fighting which| 
took place last year scemis to have persuaded| 
some Chinese that they will not go back 
‘north of Soochow Creek, but will find other 
‘and perhaps, safer areas wherein to reestal 
lish thelr businesses. It is but natural that 
this should occur, but reflection should serve 
to show that there is comparatively little 
likelihood of such fighting ever taking place| 
around Shanghai again, and that, when the 
tultimate fate of Shanghai is decided upon, 1 
‘will be possible to reestablish industries’ sn 
the only really suitable distriets—those nortn| 
‘of Soochow Creek. Every factor. indicate» 
that this is the only logical thing to do.. Close] 
proximity to the railway and the waterways, 
Feducing handling charges: of the products| 
{o.a minimum, is not the least of the economle| 
reasons why industry should remain in the 
istrict which it: originally chose. It “is 
because of this that this journal ventures to| 
suggest that the promoteis of the present 
scheme are not entirely wise in the selection| 
of the site upon which they intend to operate, 
‘and that they would be better advised if, 
even now, they decided to go where they’ 
‘ought to go, namely, to the Chapel and 
Yangtszepoo areas. 

Tt is unfortunate that the Municipal Council 
hhas no jurisdiction over the district in ques-| 
tion, or that the native authorities exerelsing| 
‘control apparently have no power to establish 
by regulation zones in which there shall be! 
no factories, ‘The French quthorities years 
ago established the zone around the French 
Park as a residential area, and the results| 
have undoubtedly been good. It” seems| 
desirable that the authorities in contro! of 
the environs of Shanghai would show a com-| 
pletely modern spirit, if they, even at this 
fate hour, decided upon regulations designed! 
to prevent the invasion of the residential 
‘areas by factories, Residential areas are 
just as necessary to a. great city ‘as its 
industries, and it will" bea’ tragedy it 
the amenities of districts in which rural 
charm, such as it is around Shanghai, is:to be 
wiped out by the gaunt factory, and its evil 
bMfects upon the surrounding countryside. It 
is concelvable that factories along ihe south| 
side of the Soochow Creek should be! 
permitted, and for a certain distance inland, 
but the areas should be strictly limited in| 
order that, where residences have been per- 
titted to accumulate, the surroundings should 
fetain their original’ qualities which enticed 
the builders to erect the very delightful 
hhomes which may be found there. It would! 
indeed be unfortunate it in the years to come 
Shanghai finds itself completely surrounded 
by factories. ‘There are very few cities in 
the world wherein no arrangement has been| 
made for the establishment of residential 
areas, In many cases it is true these havo| 
bbeen established as the normal result of 
residential trends, but there are also many 
instances where’ authorities, acting’ with 
plenty of foresight, have ‘prevented the! 
Geterioration of such areas by the enforce- 
ment of appropriate regulations, It would be 
fan excellent gesture on the part of the| 
authorities responsible if they would un-| 
dertake the enactment and enforcement of 
such regulations, for it would preserve an! 
area which the’ foreigners have developed, 
and make sure that to the west of Shanghai 
there would be a lung operating at all times 
in favour of the health of the whole com- 
munity. 























AERIAL BOMBING 
3 March 22. 


‘The devastating air-raids on Barcelona and| 
‘Tarragona by General Franco's aviators has 
aroused the deepest disgust and anxiety, and 
representations are being made to him on the 
subject by both Great Britain and France. 
Residents of Shanghai have been able to 
‘witness the disastrous effects of bombing from 
the air on crowded towns, and, though they 
actually hid comparatively little to fear from| 
it, have learned enough to realize the ruina~ 
tion and the mortality caused by these recent 
raids on the above two cities. The raids 
appear to have divided the counsels of the 
Catalonian Government, and, while there is| 
one section of it willing to put an early end 
to the war at almost any. price, there is still 
another which is equally, determined to fight 
fo the bitter end, As a weapon for the pur- 
pose of striking terror into the civilian 
population of a country the aeroplane an 
its bombs have been decidedly overrated, 
witness the manner in which the population 
of Madrid has stuck to its guns despite the 
almost daily bombings to which it has been! 
‘subjected, ‘There is a very large portion of| 
World opinion which deplores the bombing of 
‘open towns, which feels that, even if the: 
‘process does not indeed spread all the terror’ 
it was expected it would, international agree- 
ment should be reached outlawing this form 
of warfare, An attempt to bring about 
agreement on this subject was made at

How far that enquiry has progressed thas '#lot 
up to the present been. disclosed, In. the 
meantime it is profitable to review what has 
already been attempted with regard to the 
eontrol of air bombing. A commission of 
jurists representing Great Britain, the United 
States, France, Italy, Japan and the Nether~ 
Jands ‘prepared draft rules of air warfare at 
the Hague in 1922-23, Article 24 of the draft 
rules forbade aerial bombardment unless 
directed at a military objective, defined as 
follows:— ‘ 
Military “forces; military works; military: 
cstablishments or depots; factories: constituting 
Important and well known centres engaged in 
‘the manufacture of arms, ammunition or: dis- 
Ainetively military ' supplies; lines of: com- 
nor transportation used for military 
purpose 


Within that narrow definition, however, must. 
also be included commercial docks and har~ 
ours, merchant shipping and, railway, june~ 
tions ‘and terminals, even if, not; used: for 
military purposes, for, obviously, an enemy's 
lines of communication must be Jegitimate 
objects of attack. From this it follows that 
towns through which rallways or canals pass 
may be attacked from the ait’ so long as the 
bombs are directed at the means:.of; com- 
munication, and bombing being what its, it 
ig inevitable that the towns themselves, must 
suffer, for mis-hits in towns mean slaught 
‘Those rules were never incorporated. in: a 
international convention, and at the moment 
there is no code bearing upon the conduct of 
acrial- warfare, a 

It might: be argued that these ‘raids: on. 
Barcelona and Tarragona -might very. well 
come within the definition, but it is apparent 
from ‘all. that has occurred in Spain during 
the civil war that the’ only real “military 
objective was to: strike such terror into ‘the 
hearts of the civilian population that they 
would beg for-peace at any’ price, Despite 
the shockingly high mortality amongst 
civilians, despite the: widespread ruination 
that has been caused, ‘aerial bombardments 
have not had the effect it was thought the 
‘would, Tt would be idle to claim.that air 
raids, such as those of last week have no effect 
at all, but it may be. urged with all good 
reason that the results have been entirely 
without relation to the magnitude of the con- 
ception, that they have been so comparatively 
‘small that there should be no real. objection 
to the abstention from such practices in the 
future, It is apparent that no agreement 
completely to refrain from aerial bombing 
will ever be reached, If it were it is doubtful 
whether it would ever be fully observed, so 
that the definition of proper objectives arrived 
at by the jurists at the Hague is probably the 
‘only one which would emerge from any in- 
ternational convention which may bé held in 
the future. Aerial bombing, in all probability, 
will never be completely banned, ‘The 
doctrine is rapidly gaining more and more 
support that in warfare nowadays it is not 
merely armies that are at war with: each 
other, but the whole of the civilian 
popillations behind them, that starvation of 
a people by blockade is no less terrible than 
sudden death from the alr. ‘There is much 
to be said for that argument, but the world 
is coming to a wretched pass when it ean 
‘contemplate the wholesale unrestricted 
slgughter of civilian men, women and 
children, and fail to take such steps as might 
mitigate the great evil. It is to be hoped that 
Franco-British representations to the Spanish 
insurgents will have some humanizing effect, 
though no surprise need be felt if they fai 
19 do 50.

NANTUNGCHOW OPERATIONS 


Nantangchow district, on the north bank of 
the Yangtze mouth, and Tsungming Island in 
‘the Yangtze off Woosung were occupied by 
Japanese forces on March 17. Hitherto, the

trlet neglected as more important objectives 
were in view and these isolated points were of 
cof little importance although Chinese forees, 
sald. to be of a police character, were stilt 
stationed there, Nantungchow was bombed at 
aan arly stage of the hostilities when a mission 
hospital suffered heavily, but since that time 
tittle “attention was paid to the area. which 
enabled an encouraging volume of shipping ac- 
ivity. between Shanghai and Nantungehow. 
Cargo transhipment became possible, using a 
serles of creeks to transport cargo around the 
boom ereated by the Chinese near Kiangyin, and 
‘the very important problem of food. supplies 
from the hinterland for Shanghai's miliions has 
been considerably alleviated a5 shipping activity: 
along The Bund has plainly indicated, The 
‘question now arises: Will this source of sup- 
plies be closed or food transport facilities 
restricted? Japanese occupation of various parts

To a goodly number of Russians 
‘in Shanghai this column, although published. in 
English, is the only remaining link with the 
Russian community and is the ‘principal souree 
fof information. And as such the appreciation 
Jexpressed has warranted its continuation. There 
is no magie in this state of affairs. It is merely 
another ilustration of international Shanghals 

spacity of absorption, which is a valuable

GUERILLA ACTIVITY 
IN N. CHINA 


Chinese Irregulars Harass | 
Japanese Transport 


Peiping, Mar. 16. 

Reliable reports reaching here in: 
dicate that Chinese irregulars in 
Hopei Province are continuing to 
‘cause the Japanese military authori- 
ties ‘serious trouble, 

The Pinghan railway is no longer 
regarded as a safe means of com- 
munieation between Pelping and the 
Japanese forees operating in. Shansi 
fand north Honan, The railway is 
Jattacked so often and so successfully. 
that all important supplies now go 
fo Shansi by road, via Kalgan and 
Tatung—a circuitous journey. 

From all accounts, the activities of 
the Chinese irregulars "show no 
diminution. Japanese supply trains 
fare continuously fired on and small 
Japanese garrisons at different points 
are attacked at night by the irre- 
‘gulars, many casualties resulting. 

‘The Japanese military authorities 
at present seem powerless to subdue 
these raiders. "Their spokesman here

‘The Japanese army has adopted its

‘and even small towns, west of the 
railway betwoen Peiping and Shi 
chiachwang.

Szechuen Gangster Leader 
in Fight with Troops 


Hankow, Mar. 17. 

Li Hsich-yu, the notorious Sue- 
cchuen bandit Ieader, and seven mem- 
bers of his band were killed in a 
battle with the members of the Peace 
Preservation Corps in south Sze- 
‘chuen, according to information ro- 
ceived here to-day. 

During the course of the battle, 
which lasted for a whole day, one 
‘officer and one soldier of the Peace 
Preservation Corps were mortally 
wounded. 

‘The bandits had taken refuge in a 
house where they were attacked by 
soldiers and volunteers. ‘The notor~ 
ious band held out for several hours. 
However, they were finally overcome 
when twenty soldiers sueceeded in 
gaining the roof of their refuge, from 
where’ they direeled machine-gun 
fire on the bandits, 

‘At the same time, six other soldiers 
set fire to the house, first saturating 
it with kerosene. ‘The flames drove 
the bandits to their death but not 
before they had managed to wound 
two soldiers on the roof, in addition 
to the already mortally wouncled. 

A reward of $100 was distributed 
‘among the six men who had set fire 
to the house, while a sum of $200 
was divided between the twelve men 
who managed to climb the rool,— 
Reuter.

‘Their alert, smart and 
clean appearance and ' soldier-like 
hecring Is making quite a good Im- 
pression among the ‘Tibetans and 
letting them see what a Chinese 
soldier is and can be. Their destina 
tion is unknown bui there are re~ 
ports that they will soon be moving 
down towards China.

Disposal of Preclous Body 


Atter the death of the Panchen 
Lama at Jyebundo his lama follow. 
ing seem to have taken contral of 
affairs, It appears that some of his 
own relatives were on hand and they 
apparently assumed control of the 
body. ‘There seems, however, to 
have been some difference of opinion 
betwéen the relatives of the Panchen 
‘ond some of his high lamas. What 
was to be done with this precious 
body and what was is future and 
‘inal destination? Naturally the lamas 
in the retinue considered Lhasa the 
final authority and appealed there. 
‘The Chinese part of the following 
royarded Nanking as the Anal aus 
thority and so awaited word from 
there. Unfortunately Nanking was 
other-wise engaged and so the pro- 
eecdings fell between two stools. 
Meantime another serious difference 
of opinion occurred regarding the 
embalming, what, process should be 
followed? ‘The Tibetans know some- 
thing about embalming but whether 
such persons were on hand when the 
Panchen died is not known, 


In the Chinese retinue there was 2 
foreign-trained doctor, a graduate of 
‘an American university, Whether he 
‘was allowed a free hand or not Is 
unknown. Some weeks after the 
death of the Panchen a special run- 
ner came to Tachienlu in search of 
the different ingredients for czbal 
ming. ‘They wore informed, however 
thap by the time they reached the 
procession carrying the body, it 
would be too inte. So it was left 
at that. 

‘The lama, usually a sane individual, 
‘can on occasions become quite fan- 
tical, and ‘apparently a funeral, 
‘wedding or birth provide such ocea- 
sions, ‘There is much evidence 10 
show that some of the Jamas and 
‘drabas, when the death of the Pane 
‘chen was confirmed, simply lost their 
heads and wene rather wild. Tt may 
Ihave been grief, it may have been 
custom, it may have been religion 
or it may have been frenzy. Reports 
coming to hand say the body was 
ot embalmed when the procession 
decided to start out for Kanze. Still 
retaining a sitting posture it was 
merely wrapped up in cloth and the 
weird procession started across 
central Asia in the direction of 
Kanze, 


‘Most Remarkable Procession 


Central Asia has witnessed many 
strange and interesting religious pro- 
cessions, and among them this was 
probably the most remarkable. ‘The 
farms and legs and body were tightly 
wrapped up in cloth giving the body 
A somewhat mummified appearance. 
‘The caravan, with the — precious 
‘bundle, moved very slowly covering 
Jess than ten miles each day. 

When a lamasery or a nomadic 
encampment was reached the body 
was carefully put Inside some small 
building: and before it hundreds of 
yak butter lamps were lit, Naturally 
fa small room soon became unbear- 
ably hot and stuffy and in the course 
fof time this affected the body. No. 
matter what ultimate state the body’ 
reached, Lamaism had certain obliga- 
tions to fulfl, and the burning of 
hundreds of butter lamps, was one 
of them.

For months it was rumoured, 
should the Land of the Lamas con: 
finue to close her doors to her| 
Spiritual Head, that possibly the!

And just before| 
his death, "it was reported that a| 
‘move was anticipated in that direc- 
tion. 

‘Kanze is decidedly pro-Chinese but 
cccuples a position on the fence in| 
relation to Tibetan polities. If any-| 
thing, she Jeans slightly towards the| 
Dalal’ Lama, and probably the Pan-| 
chen Lama knew this, henee his lack’ 
oC desire to move towards Kanze. 
Had this step been taken sooner, 
before the Panchen let remorse take: 
possession of his soul, his life might 
have been prolonged. At no time did 

g ever Took forward to a return to 

Drashe Lhumbo was his home, and 
Jduring the absence of the Dalai 
Lama, he imagined a return was pos- 
sible, even by some circuitous route. 
This however seemed quite impos- 
sible as the Lhasa gudra were deter- 
mined to withstand his entrance. 

‘When, death overtook him on the 
high, cold, and barren plateau on 
which Jyckundo stands there wos 
Still gome talk that the body might 
be allowed to enter the Forbidden 
Land and negotiations were immedi- 
ately entered into, Some of the Lhasa 
‘buthoritles were in Jyekundo appar. 
ently there to examine the new Dalal 
Lama which the Panchen had "Bicked 
lup in his wanderings. 


Lhasa Gentry's Position 
In the parleys that took place, the 
Lhasa gentry tried to explain, ‘that| 
seeing the Panchen Lama was’ dead 
there was now no further need for} 
jan armed, military escort, and that| 
they were prepared to take charge 
of the body and perform all the ne- 
Cessary lama rites. The only gree 
raent the Lhasa authorities ‘would 
gree to was that the body, and the 
body only, was to be handed over 
to them, and that the Panchen's large 
following of over 3,000 retainers 
should go about theit ‘business. 

"To this, both the Tibetans and ‘the 
Chinese, who had been with the Pan- 
chen for many years, absolutely re- 
fused; and so a complete deadlock 
{took place. Lhasa has long beer. sus- 
ricious thar among the Panchen’s fol- 
lowers are many who are not In 
favour with the Tibetan Government 
Jond who were simply using the’ 
[Grand Lama's banner as 2 means of 
jentering the Great Closed Land. 

Had the Panchen, with a small 
tama following, been’ prepared to re- 
enter ‘the Land of the Lamas. his| 
‘ease might have been considered by 
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the Lhasa authorities. He was, howe 
ever, very apprehensive of danger to 
his life, and without his armed guard, 
he was not. prepared to move. And 
big milltary escort was not prepared 
to surrender its charge. 

‘And all this negotiation and parley- 
ing and manquvring took place in 
‘a cold and windy village In the very 
heart of Asia, away up near the hesd 
waters of the Yangtze River. For the 
time being Jyekundo had become a 
hive of industry. In the centre of 
the camp stood the Panchen's orns- 
mented tent and round it lay the 
tents of his escort and followers. 
Messengers came and went in three 
different directions: towards Chismdo 
where the Lhasa authorities con- 
@ucted negotiations: towards. Tangar 
the base of food supplies; and to- 
wards Tachienlu where the expedi- 
ton Kept in touch with Nanking. 


Distant and Lonely Outpost 


Jyekundo has been deseribed by 
Gen, Pereira, Sir Eric Teichman ond 


£|Madame David Neel, all of whom 


‘spent a short time in this distant and 
Tonely outpost. Young Ernest Schae- 
fer, the German sportsman, made this 
his’ base in the Dolan Expedition, and 
to this place he brought his magn'f- 
lent collection. It was from Lyekundo 
that Mr. Brooke Dolan set out to. 
reach Sining in Kansu. Col. Ku, the 
Chinese traveller and sportsman. now 
travelling in these parts, lived far 
some time in this forsaken place. 


‘Apart from Tachienlu, Jyekundo is 
probably the most important trading 
mart-in central Asia. To this small 
trading centre come ‘Tibetan merch- 
‘ants from all over the Root of the 
World. And at this point they come: 
in contact with the first Chinese 
traders. Several Tachienlu firms are 
represented at this lonely outpost. 
Here the Tibetan merchant tries to 
discover the conditions that Tie 
head; if things are quict in Sze- 
chuen, he travels south east; if condi- 
tions ‘are otherwise, he proceeds to| 
Kansu, northeast. 

‘Jyekundo is one of the most im- 
portant parting of the ways in central 
Asia: north to Russia; south to| 
Burma; east to China; and west to| 
India. ‘Like Chiamdo, it forms one 
‘of the few doors into Lamaland. 


It has now become famous in 
world history as the place whore 
Chosje Nema, the Panchen Lama, the 
Spiritual Head of Lamaland, | the 
Grand Lama of Drashe Lhumbo, pas- 
sed away. ‘Three months ago it was 
8 scene of bustle and life with hund- 
reds of lamas,and hundreds of camp 
followers. ‘To-day it is a small 
‘Tibetan village with a fow wild dogs, 
a number of ragged drabas, and a 
small company of Chinese musk 
‘merchants from Sian, in the province 
of Shensi, Jyekundo was also sup- 
posed to be the temporary residence 
of the new Dalai Lama, a tittle child 
discovered by the Panchen some- 
where in Amdo. It thus became: 
famous as the temporary residence 
cf both the temporal and spiritual 
Iheads of the Land-of the Lamas. 


‘The Value of a ody 


John Brown's Body and its disposal 
was quite a simple arrangement: 
compared with that. of the Grand 
Lama of Drashe Lhumbo. And the 
end is not yet, Report has it that 
the Tibetan authorities are prepared 
to selze it by force if any further 
fsttempt is made to carry the ody 
towoards Tachienlu.

RED SPEARS IN 
SHANTUNG 


Beaten Off by Japanese on 
‘Two Occasions

Chowsun, March 3. 

‘Two pathetic and foolish attempts 
to retake Chowtsun were made by 
bodies of the Red Spears, the first 
on December 31, and the second on 
January 1. Machine-gun fire from 
the Japanese was responsible for 
nearly 100 deaths. The Swastika 
Society gave help in the removal 
‘and temporary burying of the dead, 
the bodies having in most cases been 
since collected by the relatives and| 
taken to thelr home villages in Chih 
‘Chuan Hsien. 

‘A number of the wounded were 
taken to the Foster Hospital where 
Drs. Flowers and Still gave them 
every attention. Large numbers of 
the attacking force consisted of young 
lads who had been persuaded by a 
Iocal Teader who has been only too 
careful to save his own skin, and 
‘decamp with the entrance fees of the 
recruits. 


Stern Military Reprisals 


Stern measures have been taken by 
the Jepanese in certain Chichchuan 
villages where Red Spears were 
found. On an occasion, three Chinese 
‘who had been sent out on propagand: 
work by the Chihchuan “Pe 
servation Committee” were attacked 
and killed by Red Spears. Your oi 
respondent recently visited the village 
where this happened. As a lesson to 
the inhabitants, nearly all the houses 
‘were set on fire and those trying to 
‘escape were hemmed in and killed by

Committee 


‘The time limit for the ling of 
applications for the removal of ‘Ja- 
Panese and foreign-owned cargo trom 
the Central and Lower wharves of 
the former China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company was on Mar. 14 
extended to March 31. 

‘Simultaneously, the date for thy 
yemoval of the goods was extended 
to April 30. 

‘The regulations governing ‘the 
removal of foreign-owned goods 
from the wharves require the owners 
fo submit their applications to thelr 
respective Consulates. 

‘On obtaining a certifeate of legal 
ownership, the owners must apply 
to the Japanese Consulale-Generai, 
which transmits the documents to 
the Cargo Removal Committee for 
the two wharves. 

‘AU applicants must All in the 
necessary items required in the ap- 
plication form, formulated by the 
committee, 

Customs Release Needed 

‘The applications must be accom- 
panied by the relative bill of Inding 
or landing account or delivery order 
duly endorsed by: the Customs, and 
‘other documents that are required 
for the determination of legal owner 
ship. The application forms ‘are 
obtainable at the Japanese Consulate- 
General. 

‘All the documents that _accom= 
pany applications, deposit receipts in 
Serial numbers are issued by the 
Japanese Consulate-General, 

‘The Committee charges a removal 
fee of ¥. 4 per ton, since it is obliged 
under the existing’ military exigency 
to employ a number of clerks and 
Tabourers of Japanese nationality. 
‘Tho fee enables the Committee to 
meet the necessary expenses, ‘The 
Committee itself, reeeives no. re 
muneration whatsdever for its’ ser- 
vices, Fractions of tonnage are di 
regarded In computing the fee. 

Fees charged on high-priced goods, 
bulky ones, long and stout ones and. 
heavy ones, where each unit Is more 
than’ one ton in weight, are fixed 
‘on each occasion by the Cargo Re- 
‘moval Committee, 

"The transportation charges are: 
Y¥. 4 for the delivery of one ton of 
cargo to the Hongkew and Yangtsze- 
poo areas; ¥. § for delivery in the 
Settlement; and ¥. 6 for delivery in 
‘he French Concession and extra 
Settlement areas, ' 

Procedure for Payment 


After the Committee ascertains 
the location of cargo, it sends ad- 
vance notices regarding “dates of 
removal of the cargo and debit notes 
to the Committee's branch office at 
the Japanese Consulate-Generat and 
the latter delivers the notices to 
applicants. . 

‘On receipt of the notice, applicants 
pay at the local branch of the Yoko- 
hama Specie Bank the amount stated 
in the debit notes and then submit 
the notes of payment to the Com- 
mitteo's branch offlce, 

‘Acting on the notes of payment, 
the Committee undertakes the re- 
moval of cargo out of warehouses, 
transportation and delivery on the 
days previously notifled to the ap- 
pilcants, 

‘At the time fixed for the trans 
portation, elther the applicants or 
their authorized agents must present 
themselves at points on the way de- 
signated by the Committee for he 
purpose of Jeading the way to the 
destination of the cargo.

subsisting on thelr own resources 
were twice as alert for opportunities 
of employment ? 


Affluent Rett 


In practically every camp, a con- 
siderable number of people are pur- 
chasing dainties of various sorts ip 
addition to the food furnished by the 
Red Cross. In several camps, the re~ 
fugees have means which permit 
them to refuse to eat wheat and 
‘beans, although the rice portion of 
‘the, ration is not more: than two- 
thirdsof an ordinary ration. 

‘Meanwhile, the fuhds of charitable 
societies are running low; already, 
more, than a dozen of them have 
come to the Red Cross with the re- 
‘quest that their refugees be rationed, 
and eleven such requests have been 
gifted, The Red Cross funds are 
| alrendy exceedingly low. Out of 

'$1,400,000.00 collected so far, less than 
| $200,000 remain. “How long will $200,- 
(000 ‘feed 116,000 refugees, the count| 
in the 140 camps rationed on March 
15:[is there any reason why charit- 
‘able funds should be used for the 
feeding of people who can feed 
‘themselves? “Is there any reason why 
charitable funds should be used to 
furnish free rations in camps where 
managers make the refugees pay the 
managers? 1 

‘Nevertheless, it is obvious that 
among these 116,000 many tens of 
‘thousands have no employment and 
no resources, When charitable funds 
are exhausted, these people will be 
absolutely helpless. If thé funds 
which are now being consumed un~ 
sarily can be reserved for these 
‘who are absolutely helpless, it 
might be possible to carry them long 
enough for conditions to change 
suMiciently fori these helpless to 
become self-supporting. 

‘Two classes need relief: one class 
needs both food and: housing, the 
other class needs housing only. "How: 
may these classes be separated? It 
is obvious that to actually search 
116,000 refugees and physically put 
‘out of one camp into another those 
who conceal money upon thelr per- 
sons fs almost a hopeless task. 
Furthermore, when there are camp 
managers who are profiting by the 
present arrangement, co-operation by 
the camps eannot be expected, 




















Speclat Camp 

Hence, the suggestion that a special 
camp be prepared, within which 
homeless may be housed, but within 
which they must make’ their own 
arrangoments for food. ‘But how can 
we Induce those who require housing 
only to remove from a camp where 
they receive free food, to one where 
they must pay for their food? 

Obviously, if the Park Hotel gritt 
should furnish its regular. menu. 
without cost to whosoever applied 
for it, there never could be found 
an empty\ table there, But if it 
should offer as free food only corn 
‘meal mush, its free clients would 
quickly decide to pay for their own 
meals at some ‘ther plade. How, 
a well-balanced dict consisting of 
vegetables, beans and crushed wheat 
would be us healthful and os com- 
pletely nourishing as the present diet 
which consists principally of rice. 
Really starving people would not 
hesitate a moment to partake of that 
sort: of food, Witness those eating 
leaves, chai and Fuller's-earth in the 
real famine regions. 

‘The method by which those who 
fare able to support themselves can 
be peacefully forced out of the pre- 
sent camps into the sheller camp is 
to eliminate rice from the diet 
furnished’ inthe present camps. 
‘Ths method would not work at all 
in Shantung where the diet consists 
principally of beans, millet and kao- 
Viang. But it probably would work 
successfully in Shanghai. 


Effective Measures 

In order to make this measure 
completely effectiveg, ft would be 
necessary, however, tO prevent those 
who leave the eamp at any time 
during the day from returning, At 
the present time, a great many 


Pootung side. are returning to the 
camps. A certain young man, from 

‘Avenue Foch home, quarreled 
with his sister-in-law left home and 
is now living in a camp, attending: 
school during the day. A chauffeur 
‘who works down in Yangtzepoo har 
quite properly left his family ina: 
refugee ‘camp, for there are no 
places in Yangtzepoo where the 
young wife may be safely left dur- 
ing the day. But If'these are free 
to go out and supplement the camp 
fare with the delicacies which his 
chauffeur wages permit, there would 
be no incentive for them to leave 
‘the present camp.

“Nor can hueksters'be permitted t2 
come into the camps to purvey 
candies and other foodstuffs, as they 
fare to be observed at present in all 
the larger camps. All camps which

KOREAN AGITATOR 
ARRESTED 


Charged with Anti-Japanese 
Propaganda 


Cought in the act of planning the 
publication of an _ anti-Japanese 
paper in Shanghai, a Korean named 
‘An Sai-kan will’ be deported to 
Korea shortly, following the comple- 
Vion of investigations of his case, ac- 
cording to local Japanése news 
papers. 

He was arrested on February 25 
by the Koreans’ Section of the Japan- 
es¢ Consular Pollee, 

‘An, aged 41, came to Shanghai in 
1923" from Shinanshu-men, —Anshu: 
gun, Helan-nan-do, Korea’ and be- 
came “imbued "with dangerous 
thoughts,” the papers said, while 
earning i livelihood as a hawker of 
ginseng. In that year he entered the 
Wuchang Military College, and join- 
ing the “Heroic League” and the 
“Eastern Oppressed People’s Asso- 
lation,” embarked on an anti- 
‘Japanese career, taking charge of the 
Publication of the latter's organ, the 
“pastern Peoples: 

Since then, climbing the journat- 
istic ladder from his humble begin- 
‘ning as a ginseng peddler, the inde- 
fatigable An also became the editor 
‘of the “Revolutionary Review,” organ 
fot the Korean Revolutionary Party 
fat Nanking, which he Joined in 1932, 
‘and participated in the publication 
of the “Air Force,” a journal of the 
Chinese Aviation’ Schoo! at Hang 
chow, which he entered in March, 
1934. 

With the outbreak of hostilities, An, 
now a seasoned agitator, was sent to 
Shanghal to. clreulate anti-Japanese 
propaganda for the Korean Revolu- 
ionary Party, the papers sald. He 
was planning’ a newspaper for that 
urpase when arrested. 























ATTEMPTED MURDER IN

‘Petticoat Lane”, recently established 
shopping centre’ on Avenue Edward 
‘VIL Petticoat Lane extends in hap- 
hazard fashion from outside Poste 
Mallet up to the Great World Amuse- 
ment Centre. Its commercial estab- 
ishments are sporadically. sprinkled 
up the left hand side of the Avenue: 
they cluster thickly on both sides of 
a quaint little street which, turns off 
the Avenue just beyond the rear en- 
trance to Poste Mallet, The square 
whlch hus long been plied high with 
bundles of firewood now presents a 
Very much more exciting appearance, 
The list of articles on sales there 
would fill a good sized catalogue, 

Shanghal’s Petticoat Lane presents 
cheery, busy scene to the casual 
observer ‘who strolls down. the long 
line of stalls, and wonders how some 
of them ever hope to dispose of 
their wares. But there are ea 
buyers for all varieties of articles 
on sale in this busy market, From 
bedraggled cabbages which are for 
‘ever being dipped into a dubious pall 
of water, to emerge even more 
bedraggled than before, common 
‘snails which might have been picked 
Uup off the garden wall, cheap trinkets, 
‘odd utensils such as’ trowels, door: 
knobs, ete, to more staid articles 
Such as coal, firewood, meat and frult, 
the odd assortment attracts a steady. 
stream of purchasers, 


Peasant Purchasers 


Some seem to have travelled in 
from the country to collect bargains 
in Petticoat Lane, Many an. old 
countrywoman with’ a basket beneath 
her arm, and wearing rough peasant’s 
garb, is to be seen examining with a 
highly critical eye that long row of 
stalls, which to her must seem truly 
fascinating. They are suspicious, 
these country folk, Coppers are ali 
too hard to come, by these days, and 
the peasant folk’ have no time to 
waste on looking over stalls laden 
with bundles of cloth containing gay 
chintz and other patterns, Nor can 
they be Interested in such articles 0s 
mirrors, combs, and other luxuries 
which to them’ would ‘mean 30 cop- 
pers or so gone for nothing. ‘The 
Butcher's stalls, the frultesellers, the 
wood-dealers and coal merchants, 
these who provide the bare necessl- 
ies of life, catch and hold thelr 








attention, 

Shady umbrellas are propped up 
over improvised “restaurants”, con- 
sisting of nothing more than a’ single 


table with the necessary cating uten- 
ails, ‘Tho stall themselves are 
erected in the most haphazard fashion. 
A battered packing case suMces for 
those which are not. literally on 
ground level; many dealers simply 
spread a cloth on the pavement, and 
deposit thelr wares on top of it. Many 
fof the merchants are seasoned street 
sellers well equipped with portable 
‘apparatus attached to the inevitable 
bamboo pole, which can be plekod 
up and dumped down again with the 
least possible effort, 

One of the most interesting of the 
stalls. sells a variety of pipes, from 
the western variety to the Chinese 
Jong-stemmed model. Ts it be possi 
ble that an opium pipe could be sold 
so openly in the streets in these en- 
lightened times? Sure ‘enough, even 
this type ix not locking. Yes, it Is 
possible to spend an interesting half 
hour browsing around the stalls in 
Shanghai's Petticoat Lane.

Extensive alterations were carried 
out in the West section, a large 
mound being construeted ‘and plant 
ed with herbaceous plants, Pathways 
were re-arranged and a flower gar~ 
don was Tad out on the approath to 
the Chinese ‘pavilion, 
Terrace constructed South 
pond. 

‘Work was continued on the ex-

Peking road entrance. 

‘Seasonal work was carried out at 
Jali Munielpat nurseries as. required, 
1404 ‘Trees, 5,181 Shrubs, 382 Roses, 
11,402 Dahitias, 15,298 | Chrysanthe- 
‘mums and 290,676 " bedding’ plants 
were lifted and transferred to the 
Parks and other open. spaces. 

‘A. playing fleld was ald out_on 
the Enst section of the Island Site, 
Tifeng Road, as a recreation ground 
for the Western District School for 
Boys. 

Road widening schemes necessitat- 
fed the transplanting or removal of 
several established trees. Summer 
pruning was carried out as required, 
Fenumbering and replacement — of 
dead trees and the aeration of root 
spaces received attention. 


Emergency Measures, 


In view of the prevailing tension 
‘on August 13, stores and equipment 
were removed from the main store- 
Foom at Hongkew Park ‘and. placed 
jin small quantities in various other 
buildings. This work was completed 
by 12 noon, when the staff was 
evacuated by motor truck and the 
park closed. 

‘Quinsan Square Children's" Garden 
was closed at 10 a.m. on August 14 
and the staff posted for duty at the| 
Public Garden. Wayside and Stud- 
ley Parks, Pingliang Road Nursery 
‘and Kwanghsin Road Playing Cen- 
tre were closed between 2 pm. and 
250 pm. of the same day. 

‘Very fow persons visited the Bund| 
Gardens after August 14 and it was 
closed to visitors on August 20, 0 
skeleton staff being maintained’ to 
carry out essential work. 

On August 17 the burial of the 
remains of many of the victims of 
the Nanking Road bombing catast- 
rophe was carried out by park 
employees and a temporary mortuary 
was arranged on the Fever Hospital 
site, Yenping Road. ‘This was main. 
tained by the parks staff until 
October 7, on which date the work| 
was taken over by the Health  De-| 
partment, From” August 17 _to| 
October 7 a total of 1242 corpses! 
was received, 229 of these - being 
Identifted and removed by relatives, 
900 were removed by the Shanghal| 
Public Benevolent Cemetery Or- 
ganization and 113 were buried. 

During October it became inereas- 
ingly diMcult to carry out routine 
work at Hungjad Nurseries which 
were finally evacuated on October 27. 

During the hostilities the Zoologi- 
cal Garden was at one time a 
Jdangerous area, the nearest front 
ine post being approximately 35 








+] yards away. All animals and birds, 


‘with the exception of those occupying 
shrapnel-proof quarters, were eva- 
cuated before November 1 to tem- 
porary quarters at Klaochow Park 
‘and Gordon Road Police Station. 

‘Temporary repairs were carried 
‘out to cages’ and enclosures damaged 
@uring the hostilities. and birda and 
animals were again placed on exhibit 
‘and the garden re-opened to visitors 
on November 14. 

Although several shells exploded 
in Jessfeld Park, no. Injury was 
caused to any member of the staff 
‘The park was never closed to the 
public, but very few visitors were 
recorded. 

‘Several visits were paid to Way- 
side and Studley Parks subsequent 
to August 31 and eleansing operations 
‘were commenced at Quinsan Square 
Children's Garden on November 18. 

‘At the end of the year, Hongkew, 
Wayside and Studley Parks, Kwang: 
sin Road Playing Centre, Pingliang 
Road, Hungjao Road and Brenan 
Road’ Nurseries were still closed and 
cleansing operations hed not com- 
‘menced.

GOODS SMUGGLED 
INTO SHANGHAI 


Legitimate Business and 
Revenues Affected 


‘Through the continued smuggling 
of goods into Shanghai, not only 
Customs revenues have been seriously 
affected, but the legitimate business| 
{is Badly hit, according to a report 
‘appearing in the Chinese papers on| 
[Starch 11 

‘The goods, which were frst brought 
Into Shanghai without the payment

LOCAL FIRES 


Godown Damaged in Blaze 


A large quantity of loose cotton 
Jand cotton: waste were damaged when 
Ja fire broke out in the godown of 
Wel Tung mill, No. 545 Lay R 
shortly before 6 am. on March 14. 

‘When the firemen turned out at the 
receipt of an alarm, the blaze was 
well alight, ‘The fire-fighters had 10 
remain on the scene for over two 
hours before it was extinguished. 

‘This was the first serious outbreak 
Jn the eastern distriet in the pas 
few days. Previous to this, Yang 
tszepoo firemen had been kept busy 
in a series of blazes which broke out 
Jn unoccupied houses or godowns in 
that war-torn area 

‘The godown involved in the 
outbreak: was of one-storey brick 
construction with a corrugated iron 
roof. When the firemen arrived on 
the scene, lames had spread over half 

















-{0f the godown, 


Strenuous efforts on the part of 
the fire-fighters succeeded in confin- 
ing the blaze to the already ignited 
region, and consequently the other 
half of the godown was saved. 

No estimate was available as to 
the loss in the fire. 

Two additional fires were reported 
in Yangiszepoo district last evening. 
The first broke out in Lane 1941, 
Yanglszepoo Road, at about 6.15 p.m. 
when one Chinese. house was gutted 
and another damaged. About fifteen 
minutes Tater, Yangtszepoo firemen 
were called on to fight the second 
one in the Wing On godown, 1616 
‘Yangiszepoo Road. Straw and a 
‘quantity of loose cotton were burnt, 
while a portion of the flooring on the 
‘ground floor was damaged. Wing On 
‘godown has been the scone of fires, 
big or small, several times, 

Another Fire in Yangtsxepo 

Having attended several fires in 
jguccession during the past few days, 
‘Yangtszepoo firemen were given. 
no Fespite on March 17, when they 








were called out again to fight a 
blaze about 200 yards north of 
‘Tengyueh Road, 


‘The alarm was received shortly 
before 1.30 pm. when flames wore 
raging in a row’ of Chinese country- 
style ‘houses. Soon after thelr ar- 
rival, firemen succeeded in prevent- 
ing the fire from spreading. ‘Twenty 
hhouses were, however, gutted and 
five ‘were slightly damaged. ‘The 
blaze was extinguished after “about 
two hours, work. 

Yangtszepoo Fires Still Burning 

Blazes in Yangtszepo0, which have 
been keeping the Seltlement firemen 
busy lately, broke out in three 
Gifferent places between 2 am, and 
2 pam. on March 18. In addition toa

Police Mystified by New 
Incident 


‘The Shanghai Munictpal Police con- 
fessed on Mar. 16 that they were com= 
pletely mystified by a bombethrow- 
Ing incident which oecurred on Nan- 
king Road, 100 yards east of Fokien 
Road, shortly after 1 pam. A small 
type ‘of hand grenade, believed as a 
result of subsequent investigations to 
hhave boon of the "Ruby Queen 
cigarette tin” type, was hurled into 
the middle of the toad, Here it ex- 
ploded, fortunately "causing no 
casualties, although the pavements 
were crowded at the time, and there 
was a fairly large stream of traMe, 
proceeding in both directions, A 
few seconds before the grenade was 
thrown, a car had passed the spot 
where it landed, but it could not be 
discovered that day who the 
secupants of the car were. While 
detectives from Louza Police Station 
hurried to the spot to conduct 
vestigations, and question eye-wit- 
nesses of the incident, the Reserve 
Unit was summoned to the scene ns 
4 precautionary measure. Results of 
the enquiry wore nogative, and no 
arrests were made.

Move to Prevent Building 
“of Factories 


‘The formation of a “Western Dis- 
trict Outside Roads Association,” was 
announced on Mar. 18 this is’ being 
formed for the purpose of maintaining, 
the amenities of the most popular re- 
sidential district adjacent to the 
foreign settlements. The subject of 
zoning for the segregation of indus 
trial and residential . districts has 
often been debated in Shanghai, and 
there has been a tacit understanding 
with the Chinese authorities in 
control of the outlying areas to make 
auch a scheme effective by the with- 
holding of building permits for in- 
dustries which, in foreign countries, 
are found to be objectionable in such 
areas, 

“"With the practical closure of the 
areas north of the Soochow Creek, 
many industries have cuffered and 
have been looking for alternative 
sites on which to carry on their busi- 
hness, As a consequence of this 
several attempts have been made to 
establish factories “and mills in the 
area between Yu Yuen and Hungjao 
Roads and the railway; the worst 
Instance of which is the contemplated 
‘erection of a paper mill in the centre 
of this well-developed » residential 
istrict, In the manufacture of paper 
the emission of sulphur dioxide and 
chlorine fumes are inevitable and 
would be a grave menace to the sur- 
rounding inhabitants; added to which 
large volumes of waste water im- 
pregnated with chemicals would flow 
Into the surrounding creeks, render- 
ing the water unusable to the many 
farmers whose sole support is. the 
cultivation of market produce for the 
Population of Shanghai. It is to be 
sincerely hoped that those in auth- 
orlty in this distriet at the moment 
will extend thelr hearty eo-operation 
to the Association now being formed. 
and to the Councils of the two 
Settlements, in preventing what 
would be a reat catastrophe both 
to Chinese and foreign residents and 
land-owners,

Re-instated in October

pletely suspended for four weeks following the outbreak of

3 on August 13, the Medical and Nursing Staff being 


other units. The School Inspec- 


tion Section was reinstated in October, and by the end of the 
year it had, by stages, practically re-attained full strength. 


Individual medical inspection of 
Pupils in Municipal Schools has been 
restricted to the six Primary Schools 
for Chinese. ‘This work has been 
hampered considerably by the in- 
ability of the schools to provide a 
Suitable room in which the ex- 
aminations can be carried out. 
‘Trachoma clinics at these schools had 
to be discontinued in the autumn 
due to lack of accommodation ex- 
cept in the case of the Northern 
Distriet Primary School—the only 
fone to reopen in its own premises. 

‘The’ obligation to comply with 
stipulated departmental requirements 
before grants are released has effec: 
ted a most noticeable improvement 
in the Chinese private schools on 
the Grant-in-Aid list. 

Inspection of Pupils 


During 1937 only 777 pupils were 
examined by the Chinese “Assistant 
School Medical Oficers, n decrease 
of 287 as compared with the previous 
Sear, This decrease is, of course, 
ue to the fact that from August 15, 
until the rst week of December 
the complete Chinese Medical and 
‘Nursing Staff of the School Medical 
Service were engaged elsewhere on 
Emergency duty with other units, 
‘and that therefore no School Medical 
Inspection was undertaken from the 
closure of ‘schools for the Summer 
Vacation on June 30 to December 
20, when it was again re-commenced. 

‘The summary of defects detected 
in the above total of 777 pupils is 
ae follows:—Intectious Eye Discases, 
446 cases; Infectious Skin Diseases, 
M93 cases: Cardiac defects, 245 cases: 
Lung. defects, 162. eases; Tonsil 
Detects, 744 cases; Defects of vision, 
32 eases; Infections. with Pathogenic 
Intestinal Parasites, 38 cases; -Mls= 
cellaneous Defects, 30 cases. 

352 cases of Communicable Disease 
were discovered inthe Municipal 
Primary Schools for Chinese during 








1637—a decrease of 16 cases as com= 
pared with the previous year. 

‘The “Home Visiting Service” is a 
very important factor’ in the attemp- 
ted control of Infectious. Diseases. in 
Schools, as it is possible by the dis- 
covery of infected children. in the 
homes to debar such cases from re- 
turning to school within the quar- 








fantine period, and thus prevent the 
indiscriminate ‘spread of infection 
throughout their respective classes. 

‘Schoo! Clinies were held daily dur- 
ing School terms at each of the six 
brimary schools for Chinese during 
the period January—June. inclusive, 

Tn the Autumn Term no School 
Clinies were held until carly’ in 
December, owing to the fact that all 
te Chinése Medical and Nursing 
‘Staff ‘were engaged on Emergency 
duty elsewhere, 

‘Of the total’ of 2,016 pupils who 
passed through the School Clinics 
during 1937, a total of 1,111 cases 
hhad been originally excluded from 
school by the Chinese Assistant 
Schoo! Medical Officers. 

‘Trachoma Clinics 

During the period February—June 
inclusive regular ‘Trachoma Clinics 
for the free voluntary treatment of 
‘Trachomatous children were held 
twice weekly for each of the six 





‘Municipal primary schools for 
Chinese, 
With the advent of the Long 


Vacation it was proposed to carry 
‘out intensive ‘Trachoma treat 
ment in order to expedite re- 
covery and reduce loss of school- 
time, so. that a notice was sent 
to the parents of every Trachomatous 
pupil in the six primary schools for 
JChinese urging regular and careful 
fattendance for treatment. During 
July there was an excellent response 
to this special effort, and attendances 
Jduring this period rose to a record 
of 5,992 for the month. 

‘Owing to the outbreak of hostilities 
Trachoma Clinics were suddenly sus 
pended on August 14, and it has been 
found impossible up to date to re- 
commence them for any of the 
schools except the Northern District 
Primary School for Chinese (which 
hhas reopened in its original premises) 
‘owing to complete lack of any loca. 
tion suitable for Clinic purposes. Since 
jearly in December, Northern District 
Primary School for Chinese has 3 
Jdaily Clinic of Trachoma treatment 
Jof pupils and satisfactory progress is 
reported. 

In addition, some teachers and ex- 











pupils received treatment for ‘Tra- 
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cchoma by special request, and various 
cases of Acute Conjunelivities were 
also treated, 

‘The scheme of notification 10 
parents of any defects found at the 
fexamination of thelr children, or of 
any disability which would warrant 
the exclusion of pupils. from school 
ele, remains the same as in previous 
years, 








Follow-up Service 

‘The “Folow-up" Service operated 
by the School Nurses continued to 
render valuable assistance up to the 
end of the Spring Term in June, and 
was not again recommenced until the 
last four days of December owing to 
the complete absence of staff on duly. 
elsewhere. 

In addition to the usual “Follow. 
up" many special visits to special 
cases were made either at the diree- 
Won ‘of a medical oMeer or else in 
order to observe progress of cases 
Jexeluded from school. 

During September—December, work 
in the “Grant-aided schools boeame 
very complicated owing to the trans- 
ference of many schools to temporary 
premises, and the inclusion of several 
schools in a single building etc., so 
that both inspection and clerical work. 
were increased to a very marked 
degree. There were 217 schools on 
the Grant-alded list during 1937 and 
2.078 inspections were made by In- 
spectorial staff 

36 new sanitary installations were 
made during 1937 in Chinese Grant. 
‘aided schools and a large number of 
Improvements to existing accommoda- 
tion carried out. There were also 
Several new installations in course of| 
‘construction at the close of the ¥¢ 
‘A marked improvement has. iaken 
place in the observance of minimum 
air and floor space by schools follow: 
ing the circulation of letters to Prin 
cipals setting forth the required 
minimal standards, Very. few cases 
Jof overcrowding oceurred during the 
year. 

A gratifying improvement in the 
standard of service of potable water 
and use of individual cups by pupils 
hhas been noted during the year. Most 
schools are now efficiently ventilated 
but there is still some difleulty in 
fensuring continuance of efficient 
‘cross-ventilation due to lack of appre- 
lation of its advisability by ‘many 
Principals.

‘Summing Up 


Here we should terminate our por- 
trait, To pursue it further would be 
unwisé, One should always, withold 
oneself from painting too ° definite 
ethical and characteristic national 
types. ‘The kind and the vicious, the 
depraved and the pure exist every 
‘and everywhere, probably, in 
the same proportion. Ts the Russian 
kind? At times, yes. And at such 
times his kindness, combined with 
simple wisdom whieh 
‘o him only, makes him one 
most beautiful figures of man- 
But at other times he may be 
supremely eruel—this we now know 
‘only too. well—and not only in the 
hheat of the moment, but in a calm 
Insensibility, an inhuman’ eqoism. 
There is something Chinese in the 
composure with which the Russian 
peasant looks on his own or some- 
‘one else's death. This profundity ex- 
ceeds the bounds of Christianity, and 
Its primordial and elemental roots 
were deeply felt by Tolstoy. (Wit 
ness his "Three Deaths.") One can- 
‘not, generalize, either, concerning the 
l-power of the Russian. Is he lazy 
‘active? Often’ we see shim the 
personification of laziness. He works 
at the point of the stick, or shakes 
himself up at’ the eleventh hour and 
then does not spare himselt in eatch- 
ing upon the months that have 
slipped by fruitlessly. 

Among Russians, however, we also 
‘meet men of obdurate labour, who 
ut into their work a vast reserve of 
passion, Such are the village 
‘“kulaks* against whom Stalin is. at 
present struggling, such were the 
Russian inventors and sclentists, who, 
ineldentally, invented before (or con: 
‘currently with) European and Ameri- 
‘can inventors the first electric lamp, 
the first radio-telegraph and the first 
table of chemical elements (D. I. 
Mendeleev), and who deciphered the 
code of the German Fleet during the 
Great War. Such were many Russian 
administrators, due to whose minds, 
will and tenacity: a small Muscovite 
prineipality expanded into the Great 
Russian Empire. ‘The Russian masses 
(as masses all over the world 
especially to-day) willingly give 
themselves up to be ruled by a strong, 
select group, although they. rarely 
respect that group. Without this. 
ceruelly.strong type the creation of 
the Empire and even of the Moscow 
‘Tsardom would have been impossible,

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HEALTH REPORT FOR 
FEBRUARY 

‘The Commissioner of Public Health 
reports:— 

‘There was a great decrease in the 
number of exposed corpses found 
during the month (2,045. less than 
January), and although “accurate 
opulation figures are not uvailable, 
this indicates a very considerable 
decrease in mortality compared with 
the previous month, ‘The decline of 
the measles epidemic has, no doubt, 
‘been a. main contributing factor, 
On the other hand, 69. cases of 
cerebrospinal meningitis were notified 
‘and, as the maximal incidence of 
this disease is “normally” in. March 
‘and April, it ig possible that the 
extreme overcrowding of the re- 
sident population may shortly pro- 
duce epidemic figures of ‘this 
[dangerous infection, 

Of the Department's work during 
the month, outstanding measures 
Include the clearing of the western 
areas of corpses, and by the end of 
)March it is anticipated that approxi- 
mately six square miles in area will 
have been cleared” in this district, 
{tt should, however, be noted that this 
will not clear all the roads in the 
vicinity of the Settlement as all’ that 
jean be attempted with staf at our 
disposal is to clear a belt of suMeient 
width to ensure a reasonable safety 
of the Settlement area, 

A total of 37,777 ‘persons were 
[vaccinated against Smallpox, and the 
fact that only 10 eases were notified 
(in comparison with “15 for’ the 
corresponding month last year) 3s 
oteworthy. Mention may be made 
‘of the special mobile "unit which

THE INVESTOR AND THE MARKETS 


Analysis of Situation Indicates that America Holds 
Key to Near Future 


HIS is the second of a series of four articles on the above 

subject, The first appeared on March 16. 

Across the waters of the Atlantic, the natural forces of 
recovery had begun to make themselves felt late in 1932 
and would no doubt have been effective in good time if given 
free play. The stream of bank failures, however, had thrown 
« the country into a panic and when President Roosevelt took office 
in March 1933 it was in a receptive mood for the drastic action 
he took and the sweeping legislation he pushed through Congress. 
‘The occasion suited his genius, ‘Try one thing; if it doesn’t work 
try another, But above all do something.” This was his wateh- 
word and it appealed to the temperament of the American people. 








‘The result was a series of improved 
measures which no practical econo- 
mist or financier could approve;

"The potential demand 
and unsatisfied needs of the country 
fre enormous Dut the cost of con- 
struction in relation to rental valuc 
had risen too far, and in. spite of 
the apparent prosperity of the people 
they could not afford to buy oF rent 
the houses they needed. Tn con- 
sequence the numerous industries 
dependent on building construction 
have had to remain relatively” in- 
active,

ily from 1932 has in the last few

‘Though the consumption of electrical 
power has been making new records 
Until recently the companies have 
maintained that the increased cost

Feductions in rates have so impaired 
their profit margins that even a 
small ‘decline in consumption will 
seriously affect thelr earning capacity 
‘tnd so they are reluctant to place 
new orders for equipment, Some- 
what ‘similar considerations account 
for the ultra-conservative attitude of 
the railways. 
Conclusions and Remedy 

‘The conclusions that emerge from 
this rapid review are, first that in 
Europe as a whole, in spite of all 
‘obstructions, there has been a gen- 
feral recovery running fairly true to 
form and with no signs of a serious 
relapse in the near future; secondly, 
that in the United States, on the 
contrary, the recovery has deviated 
widely from the normal course. owing

‘bare statement must be made.

enelicent work of caring for those 
‘ot all creeds and nationalities who" 
find themselves “up against it” it 
may not be out of place if I record 
[my impressions for the satistaction of 
those who have already subscribed 
Jand to encourage those who have not 
yet made up their minds to give the 
[Sorely needed financial help. 

I visited the Refugee camps in: 
Route de Sieyes, Chino-Tung Uni- 
versity and Ferry Road, the special 
‘hospital for under-nourished children 
‘in Connaught Road (entirely support 
ea by Madame Kung), the Men's 
Hostel at Yang Terrace and the 
Shelter at Amoy Road. Emeiency of 
fmanagement coupled with scrupulous - 
economy are apparent in all centres, 
T'do not propose to weary readers 
with a mass of Mgures but 1 would 
record that there are 13,180 Chinese 
refugees in the 3 Camps, who are 
‘elven two adequate meals per day 
‘with soya bean milk Cwhich 1 tasted 
and found very palatable) for the 
ehildren and expectant mothers, A 
‘medical clinfe is in operation ai all 
camps. and elementary education is 
provided for the children and the 
cost of all this works out at the as- 
tonishing figure of $2.68 per head per 














month. 

‘At the Hostel in Yang Terrace men 
receive board and lodging mostly’ en- 
rely free, whilst an average of 200. 
foreigners per week are supplied with 
vouchers which enable them to obtain 
necessary household supplies and 
some are financially helped with 
their rent, 

‘At Amoy Road an average of 75 
‘men are housed whilst meals are sup 
plied at an infinitesimal cost to all 
those who apply. T saw food in pre- 
aration for the evening meal ‘ond 
‘can truthfully say it was most ap- 
petising and nourishing and cost only 
ten cents per head, 

Everything is conducted with the 
‘aim of helping without loss of dignity. 
‘and morale to those helped and at 
‘the same time all possible efforts are 
‘made to enable the employable to find 
employment and to get them on thelr 
Yegs again, 

T cordially commend the appeal to 
all those who can possibly spare any 
money. I prefer to remain anony- 
‘mous but the Editor is at liberty to 
disclose my identity “to anyone 
interested. ‘These comments are made 
without any suggestion on the part of 
the Army and it was at my own ¥ 
‘quest that T'made the tour,

Looters Still ab Work

plaint against the disgusting cargoes 
Drought in by publie rickshaws from 
Hungjao Road, Is timely. However,

‘Two months ago, when the Chinese 
wero first permitted to return to the 
Hungjao area, one was led to beljeve 
that they were going back to rebuild 
thelr ancestral homes and to culti- 
vate their barley and beans, eabbages 
fand cotton for this year’s harvest. 
Now, you can see them walking 
‘empty-handed and unchallenged over 
the railway, and coming back to- 
wards the Settlement with the most 
amazing assortment of legal and 
‘iMlegal merchandise, all of which is 
taxed as it posses the Japanese 
barrier. The most conspicuous com- 
modilty is rice, brought over, for some 
reason, on bicycles, a couple of sack- 
loads ‘at a time. "Vegetables arrive 





<not for the first time. There has 
bbeen more than enough callousness 
concerning human life lately; we: 
need some strong men to come for- 
ward and Insist on humanity for a} 
change. I seem to remember read- 
ing that it would not be economic| 
to send too many refugees away, 
lest there might be a shortage of 
local labour when peace comes— 
Just as if people would not flock back 
here in their thousands when better 
times come. No, keep Shanghai 
lunhealthily crowded and so ensure 
there will be a plentiful supply of 
‘cheap labour! 

Secondly; why must the poor nit- 
wits whose homes and business lie 
outside the Settlement be votcless? 
‘They pay rates, they contribute to 
the welfare of Shanghai—but under 
the existing arrangements, they just 
don't count, Isn't it time someone 
got a move on and altered all this? 
‘The same old reply will | be. .of 
course, to the ,effect that “this is 
no time for drastic changes.” ‘Then, 
when will it be time? Why let 
things go on drifting in this aimless 
way? 

Thirdly; the outside roads (within 
the ‘perimeter) are getting more 
than thelr fair share of use now-a- 
days; cars and lorries (not all having. 
‘number-plates!), ‘wheel-barrows and| 
oolies throng the road; frequently, 
the muddy “footpath” is literally 
blocked with merchandise—but  no| 
one cares. No one bothers to insist| 
that proper footpaths are made; those 
who live on outside roads don't 
count (except when’ it comes to: 
paying rates); they have no votes, 
‘and so can be safely ignored. 

Let all our Councillors go for a 
walk, on a wet day, along Tunsin 
Road, Keswick Road and Great| 
Western Road, and see for them- 
selves what the state of affairs 
really is. 























in smaller quantities: this produce is, 
presumably, also taxed—if so, this 
Partly explains why market prices in 
Shanghai continue tobe excessive. But 
‘what is so deplorable, is the amount 
‘of sheer loot, that comes through— 
rags, furniture and, especially, 
broken-up fences. Tt would’ appear 
that a large percentage of those who 
‘went out to Fehabilitate the Hungiso 
area, ‘were’ in reality. nothing but 
scavengers, who are making the task 
of rehabilitation all ‘Che more dime 
jeult.

{ake the’ initative? “The “Japanese, 
who, by thelr admission, are far 
more concerned with North China? 
Or the Powers; who are engrossed 
with affairs in Europe? Surely the 
residents of Shanghal, the Americans, 
British, Germans, Chinese and those 
lold-established ‘Japanese families 
whom Mr. Haward mentioned in his 
article to the “Sphere'—surely these 
people, who have a yenuine interest

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BRITAIN ASSbRTS RIGHTS IN EUROPE 


Fresh Representations Made to Germany for Troop 
Withdrawals and ‘Austrian Minority Rights 


. London, Mar. 15. 


HE British Government had made representations o Germany 

regarding the withdrawal of German troops from Austria 
and the treatment of Catholics, Jews and Socialists, said Mr. R. A. 
Butler, Under Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, replying to 
the debate on the Austrian situation in the House of Commons, 


yesterday. 


“It is impossible for any words of mine, 
“to express how solemnly the Government feels in this respect, | of 


he declared, 


and what importance it attaches to its representations.” 

Mr. Butler stated that no particular result would accrue from 
referring the Austrian question to the League of Nations. Such 
a course. would not be conducive to a realistic solution or a 


satisfactory result.

He emphasized that the Govern- 
ment had no Intention of introducing

‘The expenditure on new construction—apart from vessels in 
the 1938 programme, which will be the subject of a supplementary 
estimatc—is £41,500,000, compared with £18,000,000 in 1914. 
Regarding this “unparalleled peace-time activity,” Mr. Shakespeare 
said that, even allowing for the increase in the cost of ship-building, 
‘the figures showed that Great Britain was making a greater effort 
now than before the Great War.

Mr: Cordell Hull Voices Alarm at “Rising Tide of 
World Lawlessness”: Defensive..Arms Vital 


Washington, Mar. 18, 
JEEP concern over the “rising tide of lawlessness, the growing 
disregard for treaties, the increasing reversion to the use of 
force and the numerous other ominous tendencies emerging in the 
‘sphere of international relations to-day” was expressed by Mr. 
Cordell Hull, Secretary of State, in his address yesterday to the 
National Press Club. : 
Mr. Hull recalled his statement of the principles of American 
policy on July 16, 1937, in ‘which cin overwhelming majority of 
the governments of the world had joined in affirming their faith. 
The crucial universal issue to-day, he said, was whether these 
principles would be vitalized and firmly established as a foundation 
for international order, or whether international anarchy, based 
‘on brute force, would inundate the world and ultimately sweep: 
away the very bases of civilization and progress. 


























Dealing with American rearmament, 
Mr. Hull emphasized that no policy 
‘would prove more disastrous than for 
‘an independent nation to fail to arm 
fdequately when international law- 
essness was on the rampage.

Judge Congratulates “Miss

Pleading “guilty” at the Old Baily’ 
to obtaining armament plans for pur- 
poses prejudicial to the safety of the 
Slate, Percy E. Glading, former 
Woolwich Arsenal employee, was 
sentenced 19 six yeras’ penal’ servi 
tude. Albert Williams and George

four and three years respectively. 

No evidence was tendered against! 
the fourth defendant, Charles Walter 
Munday, who was formally dis- 
charged. 

‘The police stated that Glading had 
been an agent of the Communist In- 
ternational in India. He was mer 
tioned as an associate in the Meerut 
conspiracy and dismissed from the| 
Woolwich Arsenal in 1929. Later, he| 
was said-to have attended the Lenin 
‘Cominunist school in Moscow. 

‘Mr. Justice Hawkins, referring, to 
“Miss X." ‘the War Office Fatelli- 
‘gence agent who was the principal’ 
‘witness in the case, said he thought 
that the young woman must"be pos- 
sessed of extraordinary courage. She| 
had rendered a great service to her 
country, he added. 

‘Addressing Glading, the Judge said 
hhe was convinced that he had been| 
‘engaged in work to injure his country’ 
for the “sole and vulgar motive of 
obtaining money.”

Glading had prepared.

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A BAD YOUNG MAN

‘The famous statesman, Prince Kung was 
the uncle of the Emperor Kuang Hsii and 
conducted the Government during _ his 
tminority. He was by far the ablest member| 
of the Imperial clan and it was therefore a 
misfortune for the country that the Emperor 
‘Tao Kuang had not selected him, who was 
hhis favourite son, as his successor. As long] 
as the prince was at the head of the govern 
ment, even the Empress-Dowager Tzu Hs 
wwas forced to follow his advice. Tt was not 
UL after the disastrous war with France in| 
1885 which Tost Annam for the Empire, that 
hhe was dismissed, when she took the bit 
between her teeth with even more disastrous 
results.

prime movers in the Boxer troubles, 

‘Tsai Chong was only a few years older than 
the Emperor Tung Chih, Kuang Ho's pre- 
decessor, and had been his playmate in ehild- 
hood. When they grew up he ‘remained his 
bosom pal and had a very bad influence on 
the Emperor whom he used to encourage and 
bet in his wild life. Dressed in long black 
robes, the dress of the dandies of those days, 
they would issue forth from the Palace in- 
cognito, to spend an evening at restaurants, 
brothels and other doubtful haunts, often 
only returning just in time for the early 
morning audience, 

On these jaunts the Emperor sometimes got 
Into awkward scrapes, so that these escapades 
‘of his were a common topic in the oficial 
World, “As uncle of the Emperor and head 
of the Imperial clan, Prince Kung. made 
repeated attempts to bring his young nephew 
{o'a sense of his high position. At the end 
of one such lecture he added “Even the 
eccupant of the Throne must obey the house 
Jaws of ur dynasty.” Said the Emperor, “1 
‘suppose you know all about. the dynastic

‘The Emperor's remarks were no news to 
Prince Kung and must have been all. the) 
more galling as he was only too well: aware! 
‘of what kind of life sai Cheng was leading.| 

‘AIL his efforts to restrain him having] 
proved fruitless they were no longer on) 
speaking terms. So bad was the feeling be- 
tween the two, that when his son fell seri- 
ously ill Prince Kung not only never went 
near him but used to go about openly 
expressing the fervent wish that the iliness 
would end fatally. Nevertheless, to save 

ace” doctors had to be called in, and when 
they reported fo the princess that her son 
hhad only a smal chanee of recovering, she 
porsuaded her husband with the greatest 
aifeulty to go and pay the patient a visit. 

‘Tsai Cheng, breathing heavily and obvi- 
ously in a vory parlous condition, was lying 
on his bed dressed in a Jong black sille gown 
with a white vest embroidered with pearls. 
‘Phe moment the prince set eyes on’ these 
clothes he stopped dead and said angrily to 
the attendants, “Even at such a moment he 
is wearing that blackguardly dress. He ought 
to have died tong ago! ” and turning on his 
heel walked out of the room again without 
a word to his son, 























However, Tsai Cheng deceived his father’s 
hopes and ‘recovering from that illness con-| 
tinued in his dissolute way of life. During! 
the early years of Kuang Hsti’s reign he} 
became involved in a public scandal which 
was the talk of the capital for many months! 
ind at last gave his father the opportunity| 
that he had so long been waiting of putting} 
his vicious son under restraint.

‘The lady who must Haave been an old hand 
at the game said, “E am living with my| 
family. It would te very inconvenient to} 
receive: your masier there. Canhot he find| 
‘some other place?” Tsai Cheng was delighted 
when this message vas brought back to him, 
‘and went straight off and rented a private| 
room in one of the feahouses. 

Here the two used to foregather; but find- 
ing the locality rather inconvenient he 
suggested that the lady should go home with| 
him and become tne of his harem. She,| 
however, had to point out that there were| 
certain inconveniences atisched to the pro- 
posal, as she was a married woman and could| 
searcely walk off with him of her own free 
will, 

‘Why not, she added, kidnap her and carry 
her off by’ force; nobody would venture to 
interfere with such ara important person as 
her lover was. No storier said than done. | 
few evenings later, a5 she was on her way| 
home, the lady was seized by some of Tsai 
Cheng’s servants and carried off to his palace 
where she became his concubine, 

‘There was a great ou-tery among the public 
Ji the eapital who did not know that it was} 
a put-up job, when it Toecame known that a| 
Manchu princeling had carried off by force a| 
respectable married wroman. Nor wes. the 
scandal liowed to die down. For the 
hhusbarid, ‘a poorly-paid petty official, without 
money or influence, owing who it was who} 
had done him this worag and seeing therefore 
that he had no means Of redress went off his| 
head with grief and shame. Dressed in rags 
and with matted halr ne paraded the streets, 
with a board hung rwxd his neck on which| 
‘was a picture of a lady being kidnapped, and 
crying out at the lop of his voice “Duke| 
‘Cheng has done this” 

Tt_was a disgraceful business. Even the 
ordinarily so complaceant Imperial clan be- 
came somewhat uneasy at the loss of face it 
was causing them. It was, therefore, not 
long before it was brought to the notice of 
Prince Kung himself who nearly had a ft 
when he heard of this latest. exploit of his| 
worthy offspring. Besicte himselt with rage, 
he sent some of his people to Tsai Cheng’s| 
residence with orders to. arrest him and hand 
him over to the Imperial Clan Court, where| 
hhe was condemned to imprisonment for life. 











But Prince Kungs good intentions were 
frustrated, for his own wife died afew, 
months later, when Tsai Cheng sent in a! 
humble petition to the Empress-Dowager, 
asking her to have hin. released so that he 
could attend his mother's funeral and. pay’ 
the proper filial remects to her memory. 

Offences against morality or common ée- 
cency never worried the Empress-Dowager| 
very much, as long as they did not affect her 
personally, and seting a chance of annoying 
Prince Kung whom she could not stand, and| 
of flouting ‘his wishes, she issued a special 
decrge ordering thal thre prince's son be set 
at liberty, in order to perform the last rites 
for his mother. Tsai Cheng, however, did 
not tive long to enjey his freedom; his im= 
prisonment had given 2aim a bad shock and 
he died a year or so later. “He was given a 
very poor” funeral, Parince Kung refusing.

{followed the direction last taken by the Buzzard 
fand, walking slong a ereekside, suddenly heard 
‘a low “honking” sound. Now, since any strange 
sound in the country is worth investigating, 1 
{followed this up and crossed a narrow creck, 
thanking my stars for some friendly ‘reeds| 
through which T pulled myself...to be: greeted 
fon the other side by a whirl of great wings az 
‘up went a Japanese Buzzard with long halt 
feathered legs, leaving behind it a hen Pheasant 
lying ina little ditch soaked with water and 
‘mud. ‘The bird was almost freshly killed and 1 
could find no signs of blood, but the wet and 
muddy condition made it difleult to examine. 
Here ‘was an interesting case: the Japanese 
Buzzard is also known as the Harrier Buzzard, 
but T have never yet heard that it could or 
would kill anything as large as a domestic fowl 
lor Pheasant—for Buzzards usually live on small 
ground vermin: had the, Buzzard killed’ this| 
Pheasant, or had it taken it from some ground 
vermin (such as the Golden Weasel) which had 
Jdragged it Into the ditch? I shall never know, 
[but 1 am taking a guess that the Buzzard did it. 
But the final puzzle is this: does a. Japanese 
Buzzard make a frog-like noise when dealing 
with its prey? T have certainly never heard of 
such a thing, but the fact remains there are no 
frogs about at this time of the year.

‘and, has super-sensitive hearing. 

Several days Inter Mr. Moody came 
‘across a beautiful pencock measuring, 
2 ft.7 in, from tho beak to the end 
of its tall feathers, He shot it and 
rubbed the skin down with salt until 
J could be taken to the taxidermist 
in Saigon.

A long trek 
drought us to the place where we 
expected to be near sladang. 

‘As we rounded a bend ot the foot 
of a valley and looked up ahead 
fon the side of a hill we saw a great 
sladang looking out over the valley 
towards where we were, My fret 
impulse was to shoot instantly but 
I realized thar with all the dense 
jungle intervening, about 600 yards, 
that I might be able by éareful 
manguvering to get a closer shot and 
feciled to risk it. We spent the 
hnext half, hour making the distance, 
carefully avoiding dry leaves and dry 
twigs that might make a noise it 
stepped on. Arriving at the spot 
where we saw the sladang we soon

Some Uncontrotied Soldiers 


A troublesome fly in the ointment 
is the apparent inability of the 
Japanese supreme command to 
answer for the good behaviour of all 
its troops. Some Japanese units. 
‘maintain the best traditions of 
Jdiscipline and conduct, Notably the 
regiments charyed to clear Pootung 
were humane, considerate and 
friendly, ‘Those who oceupied 
Chapei,” and later, Hungjao, were 
sadly dierent, as recent cables, 
have admitted.
